Said, he knew not which 
to attribute it to, negligence cr ignor- 
ance, and inftanced the Fotility of tend - 
ing five regiments to the affittance of 
General Carlton fo late as the Jatter 
end of O&ober, when every mariner 
on board the tranfports that carried 
them, muft know, that the river St. 
Lawrence will be frozen up before they 
can airive at the mouth of it. 

Tiiis was combated by Lord B——n 
who neither owned nor denied the fa& ; 
but urged that the river St. Law- 
rence was feldom frozen up before the 
middle of December. 

Mr. Powis was defirous of know-

General Conway faid the augmen- 
tation propoted was rot fufficient to 
reduce them. He defied adminiftra- 
tion to produce a fingte military man 
in that Houfe, whp would pledge his 
Opinion that it was. He biamed ade 
miniftration for forcing the Americans 
to take up arms, and faid, under fuch 
cruel, wanton, and unprecedented ops 
preffions, they would not have deferv- 
ed the name of Englithmen if they had 
not refift-d. 

Mr. JSeakinfon expreffed his aftonithe 
ment at the fentiments of the laft men- 
troned gentleman, who himfelf had 
brought into that Houfe the d:clara- 
tory law that had laid the foundation 
far all the troubles that had fucceeded, 
In. anfwer to the explanations prefled 
for by the two country gentlemen, he 
faid, the meafures of government were 
fully and fairly declared in the King's 
fpeech. 

Lord Joby Cavendifo faid, this was 
a new mode of treating Parliament. 
Meafures are concerted in the cabinets 
the King’s fpeech is made by his mie 
nifters to exprels his general mtentiong, 
the Houfe is defired to fupport thofe 
intentions by an enormous war efta- 
blifiment ; pirticulars are afked for, 
and the enquirers are laconically re- 
ferred to the King's fpeech. The 
(peech ho'ds out generals, and refers 
you to particulars, when thefe par- 
ticulars are called for, the fpeech is 
quoted as the true ftandard of infor- 
mation. . 

Mr. Dempfler defe:d:d Gen. Con- 
way with refpedt to the declaratory. a&, 
in the true conttruction of which the 
Hon, Gentlem<n, he faid, was, per- 
feétiy confiftent. That a&-afferts in 
general terms the fovereignty of the 
Biisith Parliament over every part of 
the Britith dommions ; but that fove- 
reignity can never be contirued fo as te 
jultify a Britih Parliament in depriving 
a whole people of therr sights and privi- 

’ legew 
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Jeges. By the fame method of con- 
ftru€iion the Britith Parsiament may 
be jut fied in depriving Brivons of 
th:ic inherent rights, their tials by 
jury, their Habeas Corpus, and all 


thew other boatted privileges. In fach” 


a cafe the Brioth people, unlels the 
fame Parliament enafted tnemielves 
perpetual, would have their remedy 
without refiftance, and might recover 
their rights by chufing honett reprejen- 
tatives; but in the prefent cafe the Ame- 
ricans have no fuch remedy. They 
have no alternative but either to ac- 
quiefce or refik. 

Governor Fohnfton (aid, he did not 
wonder that adminiftration was fo 
averfe to explanations for he believed 
they had none to offer.

Mr. Burke's propofitions as a ground 
for a general and permanent concilia- 
tion witn the colonies was deferied till 
the 16th, 

Nov. 33. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a com- 
mittee of ways and means, and Loid 
North pointed out the probable necef- 
fity there would be of laying another 
fhilling of the land, 

Sir Fofepb Mawbey objefed ftrong- 
Jy againft this burthen; faid the war 
was a malicious war, and it was dif- 
ficult to fay whether it was moft found- 
éd in enmity or injuftice. 

Mr. F. Fobnftone hoped the minifter 
fow that he came to demand the peor 
pies money, would tell the Houle to 
what purpofes he intended to apply it. 

Mr. Wilkes was rather bitter than 
folid. He faid, that not only the blood 
and treature, but the honour of the na- 
tion was facrificed by the moft unprin- 
cipled proftitute tools that ever dif- 
ffaed the anwals of this or any other 
Gountry, 

Mr. Finer had no obje&ion to the 
@dditional fhilling, but exprefled his 
@flike to the unconfirutional manner 
of introducing foreign troops into the 
dominiens of Great Britain, He faid 
abil of indemnity had been read ta 

‘ Jegal-ze that meafure; but a fortnight 
had now pafled, and he had never till 
this: inftsat heard a word more about 


it, He begged the noble Lord who 


brought in the bill to tell him whether 
the indemnity bill was in being, of 
whether it had been ftarved or {tifled, 
or had its throat cut in the cradle, 
which in his opinion was the more 
cruel, as he had unde: food, that his 
Lordthip had been pleated to own it as 
one of his own chiidien. 

Lord North veplied, that the child he 
feemed fo anxious about was fafe from 
all the acc:dents he dieaded ; and, for 
Kis fatisfaétion, he promiled, it hhould 
make its appearance, the next day. ~ 

Mr. Byng congratulated the country 
gentlemen on the additional hhiiling as 
the firft happy fiuits of Ameisican 
meatures. 

Mr. Hartley faid, the moft curious 
circumftance is, that we fhaill ‘never 
fee this fhilling again at leait in the 
thape of a tax; the very idea of taxa- 
tion is now given up ; tt is fcouted out 
of all good company; and tho” the 
foundation of the whole minitterial 
fabric, is now vanifhed, and has left 
their bafelets caftle without ahottom. 

Mr. Baldwin thought America was 

to have been brought in aid of this al- 
moft ruined country, but fi:ding that 
object abandoned, hi believed he thould 
change his mind. He calied upon the 
noble Lord to explain himielt, as he 
did not wifh to ditter from him if he 
did not differ from himf{ If. 
‘ Lord North replied, that when his 
Majefty’s minifters had faid that taxa 
tion was only a fecondary confidera- 
tion, they did not mean thst it was 
ultimately without their view. They 
were not averfe to the Americans chuf- 
ing the mede, and thar’the tax thould 
originate with themlelves ; not that 
they thought it would ever fwell to 
any great amount, but that it is necef- 
fary to enlure ob: dience. 

Sir George Saville was averfe to this 
new mode of raifing money for fervices 
urknown to the Houle. It furnifhed 
minifters, he faid, with opportunities 
of mifapplying the public money, and 
employing it to the worft of purpofes. 

Lord North roie with fome warmth 


to thew the ablurdity, he faid, of fuch 


a luggeftion. If minifteral officers 
mifapplyed the public money, Parlia- 
ment might call them to account, If 
found guilty, like other criminals, they 
were liable :o punifhmeut, and it was 
to the Jaft degree ungeneroyus to thtow 
ovt reficétions without proof,” 

An amendment being propofed in the 
courfe of the debate for three fhillings 
to ftand part of the motion, inflead of 

fours 
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four, the quettion was put, and the 
Hou.e divided, Ayes 47, Noes 182, 


The main qu ition was tacn put, and 
pafled in the affirmative, 


Nov. 14. 
No public bufineis wanfacted, 
Nov. 15. 

The Houfe refoived i:felf into a 
conmittee on the bill for «empowering 
bis Maj: fty to aifemble the miitia in 
ca'es of rebellion in any part of the 
dominions of the Crown of Great Bri- 
tain. Some amendments were pio- 
poied, but all of them rejeéted. 

The petition from the province of 
Nova Scotia was taken inte contidera- 
tion, and she Houle came toa relolu- 
tion, (fee Vol XLV. p. 549 )—As this 
petition has never appeared in the pub- 
lic prints, the following copy of ic-will 
be new to many of our readers ;

«© YOUR loyal and ever dutiful 
Houle of Aflembiy of the Province of 
Nova-Scoria moft humbly beg leave to 
addiefs our gracious Sovereign, and 
both Houfes of Parliament, at this 
dieadfui and alarming crifis, when ci- 
vil ditcord, and its melancholy confe- 
quences, are impending over all Bri- 
tih America, 

Actuated by the warmeft ties of 
duty and affeét.on to the per‘on and 
fami'y of our moft gracious Sovereign, 
animated with the fiimett attachment 
to the mother-country, zealous to fup- 
port hes power and confequence over 
all the Britihh dominions, and dread- 
ing a feparation. trom her government 
and proteétion as the gieatelt political 
evil which can befal us or our pulte- 
rity. 

«¢ Influenced by the principles of 
humanity, and the ju rights of man- 
kind,in civil fociety, we tremble at the 
gloomy profpect hefore us, we feel for 
our gracious King, we feel for our 
mother-country, of which many of us 
are natives, we feel for the Britith 
American race, once the matt loyal, 
virtuous, and happy, of mankind : 
animated with fuch principles, may 
we not approach the fup:eme legiflature 
of the Brith empire, and as dutiful 
childsen of just and indulgent parcats 


may we not molt humbly folicit for 
fuch regulations as we conceive moft 
likely to preferve the inhabitants of 
this province in duty and allegiance to 
our King, in rendering permanent theic 
conneStion with, and dependence on, 
the tupreme tegiflature of Great-Bri- 
tain, and pre‘eiving inviolably to us, 
and our pofterity, the jut rights of 
mien In Chval foctety. 

** Weare fully fenfible that we have 
no right to pray for redrefs of griev= 
ances, to requeft privileges or regula 
tions, unleis we acknowedge your 
tipht over us; therefore we the repree 
fentatives of the Fieeholders of Nova- 
Scotia do unanimoufly moft humbly 
acknowledge our giacious Sovereign 
George the Third, King” of Great- 
Britam, the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and the Commons of Great- 
Britain, in Paritament aflembled, to be 
the fuvreme legiflatwe of this province 
and of ail the Britith dominions, and 
that it is our indifpenfable duty to pay 
a due proportion of the expence of this 
great empire. 

‘* Having thus, as obedient fubjedts, 
acknowledged our duty to our King, 
and our willing fubmiffhon to the fu- 
preme legiflature of the Britifh empire, 
we humbly requeft the right of being 
heard in re(peét of our grievances or 
wifhes ; and, as our proceedings in 
this affembly may peffibly have fome 
influence with other aflemblies in Ame~- 
rica, we humbly hope it will not feem 
preluming if we enter on the fubje&. 

‘© We humbly conceive it will be 
neceflury to the peace and happinefs of 
the Briufh empire, that the tax to be 
railed in the colonies, and which fhall 
be at the di:pofa! of the Britith parlia- 
ment, and the proportion of each co- 
lony toward the imperial expence, 
fhould be of fuch a nature, as it may 
never after be neceffary to alter it. 

*« We are alfo humbly of opinion, 
that this tax fhould be of fuch a nature 
as fhould not depreciate, but fhould 
increafe in the (sme ratio with the af- 
fluence of the inhabitants of this pro- 
vince. 

*¢ We are alfo humbly of opinion, 
that the tax fhould be of fuch a nature 
as not to be lisble to be affected by the 
increafe or diminution of the metals of 
gold and filver in the world. 

‘¢ From thele confiderations we hum- 
bly offer it as our opinion, that the 
fitteft tax for this purpofe would be a 
duty of fo much per cent. upon all 
commodities imported into this proe 

vincr, 
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vines, not being the produce of the 
Britith dominions in Europe and Ame- 
rica, (except the article of bay fait): 
this tax will include almoft all the 
luxuries made ufe of, and will increafe 
in an equal ratio with the affluence of 
the inhabitants; and if the rates of the 
Several articles are fixed every ten years, 
for the future and fubfequent ten years, 
it will not be liable to depreciate in 
value by the increale of the metals of 
gold and filver. 

‘6 We therefore humbly pray that 
the fupreme legiflature of the Britifh 
empire wil! pleafe to accept of a tax as 
above pointed out; and fo confcious 
are we of your juftice and humanity, 
that we requeft to know what propor- 
tion woul:| be pleafing or agreeabie to 
you } reminding you to cenfider, that 
this province, having no manufactories¢ 
er lucrative commerce, muft ever have 
a fcarcity of fyecie. 

** We alfo humbly pray, that when 
the exigencies of the (tate may require 
any further fuyplies from this province, 
that then {uch requifitions may be made 
$n the ufual manner formerly praétifed, 
whereby we may have an opportunity 
ef thewing our duty and atiachment 
to our Sovereign, and our fenfe of the 
eaufe for which the requilition is made ; 
by which means, and that only, our 
gracious Sovereign can be acquainted 
with the true fenfe of the peopie in 
thefe his diflant dominions. 

** We alfo humbly pray, that you 
will permit us, and inftrué your Go- 
vernor to confent to an act, to difqua- 
Jify and deprive every niember of the 
community from the rights and privi- 
Jeges of a fubjeé in civil profecutions, 
who fhall be dete&ed in any illicit 
trade or fraudulent dealing, together 
with their aiders, abettors, or con- 
ceslers, in this or any other branch of 
the revenue, 

“© This will render unneceffary 2 
muititude of officers employed to de- 
teét illicit trade, and prevent that dif- 
gut and evil {pirit which has been 
created by their infolence, and will 
prevent that corruption of manners, 
and that contempt ef the crime of per- 
jury, which is now become fo open 
and flagrant. We humbly requef that 
you will appoint good and fufficient 
falaries to the officers of the cultoms, 
and ab/olutely forbid them to take any 
fee, in any cafe whatloever, as we have 
found that the detail of revenue-duty, 
in all its departments, have been clog- 
ged with unneceffary forms and trifling 


regulations, to increafe the fees and 
perquifites of the officers; and are alfo 
humbiy of opinion, that if thole offi- 
cers were under the controul of the 
Governer, the Council, and Judges, of 
the fupreme court of this province, it 
would be more for the advantage of 
his M -jelty’s fervice, and the good 
of the revenue. We alfo humbly re- 
queft, that if the mode of taxation be 
pleafing 10 you, that you will permit 
and order the legiflative council, and 
the judges of the fupreme ccurt, for 
the time being, to determine and afix 
the rate of the taxed articles, every 
ten years, for every fubfequent ten 
years. 

“Your ever dutiful, loyal, and af- 
fe&tionate Houfe of Affembly would 
not fn thefe unhappy times prefume to 
mention their own grievances, or ree 
queft any particular privileges, left you 
fhould fuppofe they were meant condi- 
tional of their juf duty and allegiance 
this day acknowledged: bur, as the 
humble friends of our King and mo- 
ther-country, may we not refpeétfully 
point out thofe meafures which may 
b ft tend to preferve the inhabitants of 
this province in loyalty and allegiance, 
and although we are not at this time 
in fuch circumftances as to raife a re- 
venue for the fupport of ‘the interior 
civil government of this province, a- 
greeable to the prejent pian eftablithed 
by his Majefty, aud which feems abfo- 
lutely neceffary for the dignity of gos 
vernment in a country whofe particular 
fituation and advantages are fuch as 
may probab!y induce Government to 
ordes ir to be the head quarters of the 
Britihh land and fea forces in America. 
But although we may be unable wholly 
to fupport fo large yet neceffary civil 
litt, yet we are willing to fet apart a 
fund for that purpofe, which will ne- 
ceffa.ily increafe with the opulence and 
number of the inhabitants, and will in 
time relieve our parent-ftate from the 
heavy. burthen of our fupport; our 
poverty as a province will not prevent 
a Britifh King and Parliament from 
hearing and juttly relieving us, when 
as humble and dutiful fubjeéts, and 
being well acquainted’ with this coun- 
try and its inhabitants, we only beg 
leave to inform our gracious King a 
Parliament with the meafures which 
we conceive would belt tend to the 
peace and happine(s of this country. 

6* We therefore: moft humbly pre- 
fume to offer as our opinion, that no 
native of wis province may ever be 
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appointed a Governor or Lientenant- 
Governor in this province ; the ambi- 
tion of affluent individuals in the pro- 
vinces, to acquire governments, have 
Jed to faction and parties, fubverfive of 
the peace and happinefs of the people, 
the good of the province, and the ho- 
nour of Government. Probably the 

refent difputes in America may have 
en promoted by this caufe. 

s* We are humbly of opinion, that 
the members of the legiflitive council 
fhould be appointed for life, and that 
no perion fhould be appointed a mem- 
ber of the council unlels he be poffef- 
fed of landed property in the province 
to the value of one thoufand pounds 
at leaft; and we moft humbly pray 
that no colleétor or under officer of the 
cuftoms, or any officer who is dircétly 
or indirectly concerned in the colleétion 
of the provincial revenue, may ever be 
admitted to a feat at the council- board. 

«We humbly pray, moft fervently, 
that the officers of the cuftoms, and 
every officer concerned in colleéting the 
provincial revenue, may be prohibited 
from fei ving as reprefentatives in Gene- 
ral Affembly. 

** We humbly pray that the ele&tions 
for the reprefentatives of the people 
may be triennial, may be by bailot, 
and that the day of ele&tion triennially 
may be fixed by law, and that every 
officer of government be particularly 
prohibited from interfering in eletions 
under fevere and heavy penalties. 

“ We humbly pray that the judges 
of the fupreme court of this province 


f may have their commiflions during 


good behaviour, in the fame manner 
as in England. 

‘6 We humbly pray that after the 
deceafe of. the prefent judges, that all 
future judges may be appointed in 
England, and may not be natives of 
this province ; we can trace the prefent 
unhappy ditorders in America-to the 
want of a regulation of this kind. 

«© We humbly requeft your Majefty 
will gracioufly permit the legifla'ure of 
this province to afcertain the number 
and boundaries of the feveral counties 
in this province. 

‘* Moft gracious King, grant and 
permit us a fheriff in each and every 
county, and deliver us from a provott 
marthal, prefiding :over this whole 
province, whofe influence, owing to 
the nature of his office and the number 
of his deputies, mutt be exc: flive, and 
whofe power in eleétions is abfotute ; 
if we are not relieved in this particular, 


we can have no pretenfions even to the 
name of freemen, oe 

** We bunibly pray that your Ma- 
jefty will gracioufly permit and order, 
that a recorder of deeds and convey- 
ances be appointed in each and every 
county, and not a deputy toa principal 
refiding ¢lfewhere. 

** Our gracious Kigg cannot be in- 
fenfible of the great neceffity there is 
that the moft refpe&able perigns in the 
communiiy be appointed to the com- 
miffions of the peace ; legal authority 
unlets aided by the good opinion ‘of 
the people, can have but little effcé&; 
probably the reafon why the moft fe- 
fpc&table perfons decline the office,’ is 
becaufe they are liable to be difmiffed 
unheard, the want of power in the 
magiftrates to ‘execute or enforce the 
Jaws has been a general complaint ia 
America. 

“ We humbly pray that the go- 
vernor, council and judges of the fu- 
preme court may conflitute a court of 
vice admiralty throughout the province, 
to determine all caufes cognitable in 
fuch courts, agreeable to law and\ 
equity, and to receive no fees therefor. 

‘© We humbly pray that any two or 
more of the judges of the fupreme 
court, and a jury ballorted for and 
ftruck by the parties, fhall conftityte a 
court of equity in all civil cafes 
throughout this province, fubje& only 
to appeals to his Majetty in council, 
where the property contelted may: 
amount to five hundred pounds fterling 
or upwards, 

‘© We humbly pray to be delivered 
from the oppreffion of pra€titioners in. 
the law, and pray that in all civil 
ations their fees, charges, and per- 
quifites may be limited to five per cent. 
on all fums declared for or defended ; it 
is not the defire of our good King to 
have his quiet and inoffenfive fubj é&s 
in this quarter of the glube given up te 
be perfecuted by a few rapacious nren. 

* Mo tenign King, your Majetty 
was gracioufly pleafed to grant traéts 
of land in this province, upon various 
conditions of fettiement and payment 
of quit-rents. Many of the con- 
ditions of fettlement were imprac- 
ticable, and others fo expenfive that 
the grantees were not able fuily to 
effect them, We humbly pray to be ex- 
onerated from thofe fevere cond:tions, 
and that you will gracioufly lim,t the 
power of the court of efcheats to de- 
faults in the payment of the quit rent 
only, ‘ 

“ This 












** This houfe is forty to obferve that 
a moft cruel ufe has been made of this 
power of efchesting land, even to the 
depriving of two old officers of the 
gratuity given them hy your Majelty 
for near forty years of military tervice, 
and that to gratify two domelticks of 
that governor who ordeved the efch:at- 
ment; and at thistime atr ct ot A-nd 
is advertifed to be efcheated, on winch 
the proprietors have laip out nea: tour 
thoutand pounds. 

‘* Finally, we moft humb'y requ: tt 
that the aflemb!y of this province may 
be cailed together annually, and that 
no governor may be allowed to diffuive 
or prorogue them when he fhali be in- 
formed that they are preparing a pe- 
tition to our gracious King and Par- 
liament of Great- Britain.

téred voluntarily to ferve on board hi 
Majéfty’s fitips and veilels refpectively, 

he mafters and other perfons oe 
ci board prizes, and fuch, alfo, o 
thé mariners and crews as thall nof be 
éntéréed on the King’s books, are to bé 
fet at liberty at the firlt port in Greats 
Britain or Iveland at which the cdp-- 
tors fhall arrive, or at any port ip 
America not aétually in rebellion, 

For facilitating the condemiation of 

rizes, there is a claufe limiting the timé 
or iudges of the Admiralty and Vice- 
Admiralty courts to proceed tq prepa» 
ratory examinations, ahd to iff mo-= 
nitions ; and another to limit the ex+ 
pencés of ‘condeinnation of prizes to 
certain fums, viz. for the condemna- 
tion of prizés under 190 tons rol. fot 
thofe of 106 tons aid upwards 15. 
and perfons exacting more are liable to 
pendities, 

There are likewife claufes for régue 
lating profecutions, agents, &c. &c. of 
confequence only to thofé immediately 
concerned. 

Thé exemptions from the penalties 
of this a& are, cabana 

Firfl, Ships taken by any of his Ma- 
jety’s rebeilious fubje&ts, belonging to 
fubjeéts not in rebellion, and retaken 
by his Majefty’s thips of war. Thefe 
are'to be-rerurned to the owners on 
paying one eighth part of their value 
to the captors for falvage. : 

adly, Ships, &c. the. property of 
perfons refiding in the rebellious colo» 
niés, which fhall have failed for Great- 
Britain of Iréland from any of. the 
Britith fugar-colonies inthe Welt- Indies 
before the firft day of March, 1776. 

3dly, Ships, &c. that fhall have 
arrived at any of the Britith fugar-co» 
lonies on or before the rf of January, 
1776, laden with lumber or provifions 5 
and that, after difcharging the fame at 
fuch colony or colonies, fhall take on 
board a cargo for Great-Britain, or 
Ireland, on or before the firftt of Au- 
guit, 1776; provided the matter, of 
perfor having the charge’ of fuch thipy 
i ll produce a certificate of his fo dit- 
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charging and lading, under the hands 
and feals of the proper officers ; which 
Certificate the proper officers are en- 
joined to give without fee or reward, 
4thly, Ships cleared ont from any 
port of Great Britain or Ireland be- 
fore the 1ft of Jiruary, 1776, for any 
of the Britih fwgar-colonies in the 
Welt-Indies ; and fhips cleared out 
fiom the faid Britith fugar-colonies, 
and bound to Great-Britain or Ireland ; 
rovided two thirds of the owners of 
Fisch thips ars hs Majetty's Inbje&s, 
tefiding in Great Britain or Ireland, 
or in forme of the fail fugar-colonies. 
sthly, Ships cleared out from Great- 
Britain ‘or Freland, after the 20th of 
January, 1776, for any of the Britihh 
fugar-colonies, &c. 

Gthly, Ships cleared out after the 
asth of March, 1776, fiom the faid 
colonies, for Great- Biitain or Ireland, 
provided their owners refide as before. 

_gthly, Ships cleared from the rebel- 
lious colonies, for Great Britain or 
Ireland, or any of the Britith fugar- 

lantations, on or before the aft of Ja- 
buary, 1776, baving on board goods 
or merchandize in return for debts, &c. 
due to good and loy ! fubjedts refiding 
in Great. Britain, Ireland, or the Weft- 
Indies. 

Sthly, Ships taden, as before, with 
remittances, &c. on or before the 25th 
day of March, 1776, or with goods, 
&c.. in confequence of orders given be- 
fore the 25th day of March, 1775. 

gthly, Ships the property of perfons 
rfiding in the sebellious colonies, 
which on or before the sft of January, 
3776, hall have failed from any port 
in Europe where fuch hips might law- 
fully trade, or thall be a&ually laden 
in Rach ports with goods for Great- 
Britain or Ireland. 

rothly, Ships remaining in the ports 
of Great-Brisain or Ireland, the pro- 
perty of perfons in the reheilious colo- 
nies, on the 1 day of January, 1776. 

rsthly, Ships the property of perfons 
refiding in the ifland of Nantucket 
employed in the whale-fifhery only, 
provided fuch thips were cleared out 
from thence before the 1ft of Decem- 
ber, 1775. And, ' 

12thly, Ships having certificates, un- 
der the hand and fea} of the Governor 
or Commander in Chief of Maffachu- 
fers bay, of their being the fole pio- 
perty of one or more of the inhabi- 
tarts of the ifland of Nantucket on or 
‘before the a5th of March, 1775. 


N.B. All a&s a'ready committed relat. 
ing to perfons, veffels,cargoes,&c. (ized, 
detained, damaged, examined, fearched, 
or deftioyed, tor the public fervice, in 
foppreffing the faid rebellion, ave de. 
chased legal to all intents and puypotes 
whaifoever, .” 


The a& then proceeds to declare the 
feveral a&s of parliament’ mentiond 
in the title to be repealed, and con. 
eludes as follows ; 


That this a&, fo far as the fame re- 
Jates to the capture and forfeiture of 
thips and veffcls belonging to the inha< 
b.tants of the above mentioned colonies, 
fhall, except in the cafes herein b: fore- 
mentioned, commence and be in force 
from and after the sft day of January, 
3776; and fo far as the fame relates 
to the capture and forfeiture of all 
other fhips and veflels that hall be 
found going to trace in or at any of 
the faid colonies, from and after the 
rft day of Febsuary, 1776 ; and fo far 
as the fame relates to the ‘capture and 
forfeiture of all other thips and veff.is 
that fhail be found trading in or at any 
of the faid coloni:s, or bound and 
trading from any port or place in the 
fame, from and after the 2 sth day of 
March, 2776; and fhall continue to be 
in force fo long as the faid colonics 
refpectively fhali remain in a Rate of 
rebellion. 

Provided neverthelefs, That, in or. 
der to encourage all weil-affedied per- 
fons in any of the faid colonies to exert 
themfelves in fupprefling the rebellion 
therein, and to affoid a {peedy protec. 
tion to thole who are difpofed to return 
to their duty, it th.:. and maybe law- 
ful to and tor any perfon or perfons 
appointed and authorifed by his Majelly 
to grant a pardon or pardons to any 
number or defcription of perfons, by 
proclamation, in his Majetty’s name, 
to declare any colony or province, or 
any county, town, port, diftii&, or 
semen in any colony or province, to 

at the peace of his Majelty; and 
from and after the iffuing of any fuch 
proclamation, in any of the aforefaid 
colonies or provinces, or if his Majefly 
fhall be gracioufly pleafed to fignify 
the fame by his royal proclamation, 
then, from and after the iffuing of fuch 
proclamation, this aét,* with reipect to 
fuch colony or province, colonies of 
provinces, county, town, port, difirié, 
or place,. thall ceafe, determine, and be 
utterly void, 

Provided 
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Provided always, That fuch procla- 
mation or proclamations fhall not dil- 
charge or fufpend any proceeding upon 
pg di of any fac thip or veel 
made hetore the date and iffuing there- 
of.—So far this a& of the Britihh tegif- 
Jature. But 

It is not a little remaikable, that an 
aét, not unfimilar to this, hould pafs 
the Council and Houle of Reprefenta- 
tives of the Province of Maffachufets- 
Bay, in General Court affzmbled, en- 
tithed, Aw a& for encouraging the fitting 
out of armed veffels to defend the fea- 
coaft of America, and jor erecting a 
court to try and condemn all veffels 
that foall be found infefling the fame ; 
which aét we thail inf.re at full length, 
for novelty’s fake, being the firft a& 
ever made by European lettlers to au- 
thorif ceprifals upon their parent ftate, 

‘by means of powers conlefled!y derived 
from the faid parent. ftate for their own 
Special defence. 7 
WHEREAS the prefent adminiftra- 
tion of Great-Britasn, being diveRe! 
‘of jultice and humanity, and frangers 
to that magnanimity and facred regard 
for liberty which infpired their prede., 

















































































































¢effrs, have been endeavouring, thro” 
#@ feries of years, to eftablih a fyhem 
of defporifm over the American coio- 
nies, and by their venal and corrupt 
meafuies have fo extended their influ- 
ence over the Brith parliament, that 
by a proftitured majority it is now he- 
come a’ political engine of Aivery ; 
And whereas the military tools of thefe 
our unnatural enemies, while refrained 
by the united Forces of the American 
culonies from proceeding in their fan- 
guinary career of devattation and fl ugh.

After the above law, enated by a 
particular province, the following ex- 
tra&t from the Minutes of the GENng-

Philadelphia, Dec. 6, 1775. 

WE the delegates of the thirteen 
United ‘Colonies of North - America, 
have tuken into our moft ferious confi- 
deration a-proclamation :flued from the 
court at St. James's on the 23d day of 
Avguft lat. The name of his Ma- 
jefy is ufed to give it a fan&ion and 
Influence, and, on that account, it be- 
comes a matter of importance to wipe 
off, in the name of thefe United Colo- 
nies, the afperfions which it is calcu. 
fated to throw upon our caule, and to 
prevent, as far as pcffible, the unde. 
ferved punithments which it is defigned 
to prepare tor'our friends.

‘¥4 Declaration of the Continental Congrefs on a late Proclamation, 


We are accuted ‘of ‘* forgetting the 

allegiance which wé owe to the power 
that has proteéted and fuflained us.” 
Why all this ambiguity and obfcurity 
in what ought to be fo p'ain and ob- 
vieus as that he who runs may read 
it? What allegi-nce is it that we for 
get? Allegiance to pariianient! We 
never owed—we never owned it. Als 
legiance to‘our King ! our wads pave. 
ever avowed it—our condu& has ever 
been confittent with it: We condemn, 
and with arms in our hands (a ree 
fource which freemen will never part 
with) we oppufe, the claim and exer- 
cife of unconttitutional powers, ‘to 
which neither thé croWn or parliament 
Were ever entitled, By the Britt 
tor ftitution, our beft inheritance, rights 
as well as duties defcend upon us; 
we cannot violate the later, by defend- 
ing the former; we thould aét im dia- 
metrical oppofition to both, if we pere 
mitted the claims of the Britith pariiae 
ment to be eftablifhed, and the mea. 
fures ;.u fed in confequence of thofe 
claims to be catried into execution a- 
mong us. Our fagacious anceftors 
provided bounds agiinft the inunda- 
tion of tyranny and lawlefs power on 
one fide, as well as againft that of 
fa&tion and licentioufnefs on the other, 
On whiclvhas the breach been made ? 
Is it obje&ted againft us by the moft 
inveterate, or the moft candid of our 
enemies, that we have oppofed any of 
the juft prerogatives of the Crown, or 
any legal exertion of thofe preroga- 
tives? Why then ae we accufed of 
forgetting our allegiance? We have 
prrtormed our duty ; we have refifted 
in thofe cafes in which the right to res 
fit is ftipulated as exprefsly on our 
part, as the right to govern is, in other 
cafes, ftipulated on the part of the 
Crown. The breach of allegiance is 
removed from our refiftance, as far as 
tyranny is removed from legal govein- 
ment. 

It is alledged, that ** we have pre- 
ceeded to an open and avdwed rebei 
lion.’ In what does this rebellion con - 
fit ? Ie is thus defcribed—* Arraying 
ourfelves in hoftile manner to withftand 
the execution of the law, and traito- 
roufly preparing, ordering, and levying 
war againft the King.” We know of 
no laws binding upon us, but fuch as 
have been tranfmitted to us by our an- 
ceftors, and fuch as have been cone 
fented to by ourfelves, or our repre, 
fentatives ele&ed for that purpole. 
What faws, ftamped with thofe cha- 


racers, have we withitood ? We have, 


indeed, 
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indeed, defended them; and we will 
rifque'every thing, do every thing, and 
fuffer every thing, in their defence. To 
fuppott our laws, and our: hberties 
eftablithed by our laws, we have pres 
pared, ordered, and levied war: but 
Is this trattoroufly, or againft the 
King ?' We view him as the conititu- 
tion reprefents him; that tells us he 
can do no wrong. The cruel and il- 
legal artacks which we oppofe, have 
no foundation in the royal authori’ y, 
We will not, on our part, lofe the dif. 
tinétion. between the King and his Mi- 
nilters, Happy it would have heen for 
fone former Princes, had it been al- 
ways preferved on the part of the 
Crown! 

Befides all this, we obferve, on this 
part of the proclamation, that ‘ Re- 
bellion” is a term undefined and un- 
known in the law, It might have 
been expected that a proclamation, 
which, by the conititution, has no o- 
ther operation than merely that of en- 
forcing what is already law, would 
have had a known legal hafis to have 
refted upon. A_ correfpondence be- 
tween the inhabitants of Great- Britain, 
and their brethien in America, pro- 
duced, in better times, much fatisfac- 
tion to individuals, and much advane 
tage tothe public. By what criterion 
fhall one, who is unwilling to break 
off this correfpondence, and is at the 
fime time anxious not to expofe him- 
feilf to the dreadful confequences threat- 
ened in this prociamation--by what 
criterion fhall he-regulate his con uét ? 
He is admonifhed not to carry on eur- 
refpordence with the prions now in 
rebellion.in the dblonics ; How thall 
he aicertain who are in rebel‘ion, and 
who are not? He contuits the law to’ 
Jearn the nature of the tuppofed crime, 
The law is filent upon the fubj é&. 
This, in a country where it has been 
often faid, ‘and formerly with juftice, 
that the government is regulated by 
Jaw, and not by men, might make him 
perfeétly eafy, But proclamations have 
been fometimes dangerous engines in 
the hands of thofe in power, Infor- 
tation is commanded to be given to 
one of the Secretaries of State of all 
= whatfoever ** who fhall be 
ound carrying on coirefpondence with 
the perfons in rebeilion, in order to 
bring to condign punifhment the au- 
‘thors, perpetrators, or abettors, of 
fuch dangerous defign.” Let us fup- 
pole, for a moment, that fome per- 
fons in the colonies are in rebellion, 
and that thofe who carry on co:ref- 


minal in the eye of the law. 


pondence with them might learn, by 
fome rule, which B:itons are bound to 


' know, how to difcriminate thems Does 


it follow that all correfpondence with 
them deferves to be punithed ? It might 
have been intended to apprize them of 
their danger, and to reclaim them from 
their crimes. By what law does acor- 
refpondence with a criminal transfer or 
communicate his guilt ? We know that 
thofe who aid and adhere tothe King's 
enemies, and thofe who correfpond 
with them in order to enable them to 
carry their defigns into effe&t, are cri- 
But the 
law goes no further. Can proclama- 


‘ tions, according to the principles of 


reafon, and juitice, and. the conititu- 
tion, go further than the law ? 

But, perhaps, the principle of rea« 
fon and juftice, and the conftitution, 
will not prevail. Experience fuggefts 
to us the doubt. If they thould not, 
we muft refort to arguments drawn 
from a very different fource. We, 
therefore, in the name of the people of 
thefe United Colonies, and hy authori- 
ty, according to the pureit maxims of 
reprefentation derived from them, de- 
clare, that whatever punifhment hall 
be infliéted upon any. perfons io the 
power of our enemies, for favouring, 
aiding, or abetting, the caufe of Ame- 
rican liberty, thall be resaliated in the 
fame kind, and the fame degree, upoa 
thofe, in our power, who have favour- 
ed, aided, oc abeited, or fhill favour, 
aid, or abet, the fyftem of minifterial 
oppreffion. The effential difference 
betweeen our caufe and that of our ence 
mies might juftify a feverer puniihments 
the law of retaliation will unquef- 
tionably warrant one equally fevere. 

We mean not, however, by this de- 
claration, to occafion or to multiply 
punifhinents: our fole view is to pre- 
vent them. In this unhappy and un- 
natural controverfy, in which Brions 
fight againft Britons and the defcen- 
dants of Britons, let the calamities 
immediately. incident to a civil war 
fuffices We hope additions will not, 
from wantonnefs, be made to them on 
one fide: we hall reg:et the neceffity, 
if laid under the neceffity, of making 
them on the other.

HAVING, in the former part of 

this narrative, traced our voyagers 
through more than half the Soushcra 
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hemifphere, we thall now purfue their 
courte till their return to the coaft of 
England. 

On the 17th of Auguf, 1773, both 
thips caft anchor in a bay on the North 
fide of the ifland of Otaheite, and were 
inftantly furrounded by multitudes of 
the nutives, who no fooner. difcovered 
the country to which the thips belong- 
ed, than they called aloud for their 
countryman T upia, expeéting,no doubt, 
with eager curiofity the arrival of a 
man, from ‘@ ofe relation of the won- 
derful things he had feen .in his tra. 


vels they had promife! th-mfelves the 


highei gratification : but being told 
trat he was dead, and that neither 
Mr. Banks nor Dr. Solander were on 
board, after whom they likewile made 
enquiry, tley were at firtt unwilling 
to believe that the thips were of the 
country they pretended, and wee not 
convinced til the Captains Cook and 
Furneaux had renewed their acquain- 
tance with the chiefs of the ifland, te 
whom they were well known. But 
this point being fettled, and the doubts 
of the natives removed, pvovilions were 
brought in plenty, and all poffible af. 
fiftance given to accommodate the fick, 
and to facilitate their recoverv. 

The inhabitants of this iflind have 
a'ready been fo fully defcribed in our 
former volumes *, that littl need be 
adde | to compleat their charafer. Ove 
semark, however, we mutt not omir, 
and that is, thar, though the commerce 
of their women with the European 
flrangers had introduced among, them 
the venereal infection, yet it does not 
appear, from tire Voyage before us, to 
have made any progrefs during their 
ablence, or that any remains of it 
were difcoverable on their return, tho’ 
many of the crews of both thips felt 
the {mart of it before their dep«rture. 
‘* Fhere is, thercfore, no reafon to 
doubt, (if the Editor's word may be 
tuken,) but that the diffemper may be 
generated by the impurities which ufu- 
ally attend the indilcriminate commerce 
of women with a variety of men.” 

On the rit of September, the thips 
being repaired, the fick recovered, and 
plenty of wood and water put on 
board, orders were unexpectedly given 
to unmoor, and prepsre for failing, 
The seafon affighed fe thus fuddenly 

uitting their ttation was, becaufe no 

ogs were to be purchafed; but the 
wuth was, the filers in general were 
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fo taken with the delights of the conn. 
try, and fo fmitten with the charms of 
their miftreffes, that it was apprehended 
many of them would have defe:ted, 
and lecreted themfelves on thore, had 
they imagined that the time of their 
departure had been fo neary and that 
their efcape was prafticable. 

About four im the afternoon, while 
it was yet davlight, both thips tet fail, 
and with a favourable gale feered a 
N. W. courfe, till coming in fight of 
Huaheiny, they flackened fail, and foon 
after caft anchor in Owhana read, where 
they were welcomed by the chtefs of 
the ifiand, and where they were fup. 
plied with fuch plenty of frehh provi- 
fions, that it wis fourd neceffary to 
regulate the market, and to ferbid the, 
common failors from trafficking, leit 
the quantity of live ftock thould have 
excceded the conveniences on boaid for 
ftowing it. 

Here an accident happened that 
might have been produétive of very 
ferious confequences, One of the gen- 
tlemen belonging to the Adventure, 
having frayed into the woeds by him- 
felt in purfuit of game, was fuddenty 
fet upon by a party of the natives, 
who had obferved and tracked hin, an 
who, having fir d:farmid bm, not 
only tripped him of his cloaths, and 
what elfe fe had about him, but alfo 
beat him for making refiltance. This 
affault, had it been (uffered to pals uns 
refented, would certainly have been pro- 
duétive of other outrages of the tame 
kind ; it was, therefore, neceffary to 
devife fome means to punifh the cri- 
minals, The eommenders were very 
unwilling, as no blood had yt been 
fpilt, to proceed to extremities, and 
equally unwilling to fuffer the of- 
fenders to efcape with their booty. 
They, therefore, contrived to get the 
King and Queen of the ifland into their 

wer; and while they were in the 

eight of their entertainment on board 
the Refolution, the gentleman appeared 
before them in the miferable condition 
in which he had heen left by the rob» 
bers, The Captain, pointing to him, 
and at the fame time addreffing him- 
felf to kis guefts, gave them to under- 
ftand, that the gentleman who ftood, 
before then had been robbed and cru- 
elly ufed by @ party of their peoples. 
and that he had been forcibly deprived 
both of his arms and apparel ; ay the 
fame time infifting that the ftrigteft or- 
ders fhould immediately be iffued fot 
apprehending the oriminals, and for 
reforing

feftoring every thing they had taken 


away, even.to the minuteft article. He 


added, that their Majefties muft be 
content to remain as hottages till the 
terms of the order were fully execuied. 
This fpirited meafwie. produced the 
deiired effeé&t: the robbers w.re pur- 
fued and taken. They had already 
divided their booty ; but each was 
compelled to refto:'e what had fallen 
to his fhare, .The next ftep was to 
fettle their punifhment ; and being 
brought on board to receive fentence, 
they were odered to be ft:ipped and 
put in irons, It is impoffibie to de- 
fcribe the horrors exprefled in the coun- 
tenances of the poor f.vages on their 
appearing before the gentleman they 
had abufed; but juft as they expeGed 
to be punifhed with the greatett feve- 
rity, they were, at the interceffion of 


their Majefties, releafed, and prefented- 


to them unhurt. This inftance of Eu- 
ropean clemency was received with joy 
and gratitude; the fhips were loaded 
with prefents, and ne caufe of com- 
plaint was afterwards given by the na- 
tives during the fhort ftay of the thips 
in thar harbour, 

On. the 7th of September, being 
abundanily provided :with hogs and 
fowls, juft as they’ were preparing to 
depart, an Indian came on board the 
Refosution, and offered to enter a vo- 
lunteer for Europe. It was fome time 
debated whether to accept or sejeét his 
offer; but at length it was concluded 
to entertain him, as an opportunity 
might offer, fhould he afterwards ex- 
prefs a diflike to continue the voyage, 
to land him at fome friendly ifl«nd, 
from whence he might procure a paf- 
fage home. He feemned at firft to be 
overjoyed ; ‘but as foon as the thips 
were under fail, and he faw the laf 
canoe dep-rt, he was obferved to weep: 
in a day or two, however, he forgot: 
his fears, and appeared gay and quite 
happy. se 

On the 8th they arrived at Ulictea, 
the third of thofe ifles known by the 
name of the Society Ifles, at which 
they touched to take in refrefhments. 
Here they were hofpitably entertained, 
and here they completed their provi- 
fions for a jong voyage. Our Journa- 
lifts remark, that the inhabitants of alb 
the Society Iles are nearly alike in 


manners, cultoms, and in difpofition > 


the women, in particular, are without 
modetty, and the men without forti- 
tude ; they have neither the manly 
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boldnefs of the Ohoteroans *, nor the 
favage fiercenefs of the New-Zealan~’ 
ders; but are, in general, an effemie 
nate race, intoxicated with pleafure, 
and enfeebled by indulgence. ‘ 

On the 18th of September, the thips 
fet fail in company, :neir courieW.S, We 
On the 23d they came in fight of a 
fma'l low ifland i Ja: 19 deg. § min, 
and in long. 201 deg. 53 min E, but 
not being able to approach it, they bore. 
W.S.W. as before, till on the rf of 
OStober they came in fight of Middle- 
burg, fo named by Tafman, the firkt 
difcoverer. 

On the 2d, they anchored in 45 fa- 
thom water, and were prefent!y fure 
rounded with Indians, fome in proas, 
fome fwimming, and fome in canoes ¢ 
one, in particular, came on board, and 
brought with him the root of a certain 
plant as a token of peace, and received 
in return a fmall prefent, which he 
placed upon his head, probabiy that 
his countrymen might tee they had 
nothing to fear. He ieemed very de~ 
firous of entering into converlation 
with the Indian on’ board; but, fay, 
our Journalifts, their languages were 
totally different, though this is denied 
by the Reviewer of this work, who 
appears to have been a party in the 
voyage he was employed to review, 
and who, probably, may himlelf have 
fome work of the like kind to pre(ent 
to the public. 

At this ifland their ftay was fhort,, 
but their traffic brifk, Provifions were 
brought in abundance ; but there being. 
no good water, which was moft wanteds 
it was thought advieable to proceed to 
another ifland about five leagues dif-, 
tant, to which Tafman gave the name 
of Amfterdam. 

Here they were hofpitably received, 
and were furnifhed with every nece{- 
fary but water, of which the natives, 
themfelves were deftituce. 

When the voyagers made figns that, 
they wanted water, the people, with 
great fimplicity and good - nature,, 
brought them cocoa nuts, and flhewed 
them how to apply th: milk; but when 
they defired to be conducted to a ftream, 
or pool, where they might fi)! their. 
empty catks, they were told, that, at 
two days journey up the country, there 
was a lake of frefh waters; but thag 
they knew of none nearer that would 
an(wer their purpofe.

Thefe 
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Thefe iflands are happily fiua’ed 
between the 21ft and 22d degrers of 
South latitude, and are at nearly an 
equal diftance from Otaheite to the 
N. E. and New Zealand to the S. W. 
The inhabitants are bold, but not 
brutal ; they are large of ftature, in- 
genious, and enterprizing ; they have 
many original atts among them, which 
they have carried to great perfeétion, 
and their utenfils, inftruments of war, 
and other curivus inventions, are in high 
eftimation among the Tropical sflan- 
ders, and find ready purchalers where- 
ever they are expofed to fale. 

Their houles ave far more commodi- 
ous than thofe of the iflanders near the 
Line, and are divided into apartments 
fuited to the conveniency of the fami- 
lies to whofe ufe they are appropriated. 
In the country villages, the diftance be- 
tween the cottages are not more than 
ten or twelve yards ; but each cottage 
has a piece of ground allotted to it, at 
leaft 200 feet Jong, neatly planted and 
inclofed with bam oos, which are fuf- 
fered to grow to the height of fxteen 
or eighteen feet, by way of fence. Ad- 
joining to thefe inclofures are fields or 
Jawns, the g:afs on which grows to a 
moderate height, and ferves, when cut 


down and dried, to cover the floors, 
which they raife to the height of two or 
three feet, and over them place mats, 
curioufly woven, on which they repofe 
themfelves during the heat of the day, 
and on which they fleep in the night. 
The women are neither handfome 


nor chafte. They retufe nothing to 
ftrangers ; but it fhould feem, by their 
fiuitfulnefs, that they are under proper 
reltraints among themfelves. ‘* No- 
thing, fays the writer of thefe voyages, 
can be a ftronger indication of temale 
conftancy, than that of a numerous off- 
fpring ; and no country can be fuller 
of inhabitants than thefe happy iflands, 
which, by way of pre-eminence, have 
been fliled the Paradice of the world. 

After,many friendly interviews with 
the chicfs of this ifland, and after a 
tharp tkirmith, in which fome of the 
natives loft their lives, our voyagers 
unmoored on the 7th of O&ober, and 

urfued their courfe to New Zealand, 
in fight of which they arsived on the 
‘anf, having pafled Pylfaast on the 
‘ Sth, which Taiman faw and gave name 
to in 1643. 

It was now that their troubles came 
on: the weather, that had hitherto been 
tolerable from the hour of their depar- 
ture trom, till the day of their return to, 


New-Zealand, fet in tempeftuous ; and 
though they were within 15 leagues of 
the ealtern entrance of Cook's Straits, 


yet it was the 2¢ of November before 


the Refolution could come to anchor at 
her old ftation, in Chalotte Sound ; 
and the 30th of November when the 
Adventurearrived at the taine harbour*, 
before which-time the Refolution had 
taken her depaiture to continue her 
voyage. 

However, on narrowly examining the 
adjacent fhore, a bottle was found, en- 
clofing a letter to Capt. Furneaux, 
mentioning the day that the Refolution 
fet fail, and probably the courle that 
Capt. Cooke intended to fteer; but 
the Adventure having fuffered much 
by the ftoomy weather, and not being 
in a condition to proceed till repaired, 
and having afterwards loit ten of her 
hands, (fuiprized and eaten by the fa- 
vages, as related in Vol. XLIV.) 
the captain, to prevent the total lofs of 
the thip, determined to return home; 
and, accordingly, on the s2d of De- 
cember, 1773, he fet fail fiom Char- 
lotte Soung, and iteering a fouth eafter- 
ly and eaflerly cou-fe wll he paffed 
Cape Horn, in lat. 6r, he arrived at 
the Cape of Good Hope on the 19th 
of March, 1774, after failing halt the 
circumference of the globe in an open 
fea, without once fleeing land. On the 
rith of July he came in fight of Ply- 
mouth ; and on the rgth anchored [afe 
at Spithead. 

The Refolution, as we obferved be- 
fore, having, atter incredible labour, 
reached Charlotte Sound, was equally 
incapable of proceeding till thoroughly 
repaired ; but Capt. Cooke, upon this 
occafion, exerted all his powers to expe- 
dite this neceflary work. No poruon 
of time was allowed for indulgence ; 
but while the crew was kept conftanily 
employed, the greateft attention was 
paid to their health; they had plenty 
of celery, {curvy grats,and other whole- 
fome vegetabies to boil with their meat, 
and a certain quantity of Portable foup 
to mingle with their peafe. 

Aftcr three weeks inceffant labour, 
the neceffary repairs being in great for- 
wardne(ls, the men had leave by turns 
to divert themfelves on fhore ; but here, 
our Journalift obferves, the inducements 
werewanting that made the failo fo fond

of the coun'ry in the Society Ifles. The 
women, though not ugly, arc yet chafte ; 
and it was as much as life was werth 
to offer the leaft rudenefs to the wives 
of the natives, or even to be found in 
fecret with their danghters. Few of 
the common men, therefore, chofe to 
wander far abroad, where the tempta- 
tions were few, and pratifications ha- 
zardous. A party of officers, how- 
ever, made an excurhon one day into the 
country, to mark the menners and 
ways of jiving of the pcople among 
them/elves ; and ftorping at alittle cove, 
afew mi'es fiom the fe-, where a com- 
pony of the men cenerally reforted, they 
found them fealting on a man whom 
they had not long before killed, as was 
apparent from the frefhnefs of the flefh. 
They feemcd not at all difconcerted at 
the approach of the ftrangers, but very 
civily invited them, by figns, to fit 
down and eat; and, as the greateft 
dainty, they fet before them the man’s 
head, from the lower jaw upwards, 
ready drefled, of which, as may well 
be (uppofed, the gentlemen refufed to 
pitt ke, They then prefented the ha- 
flet ot the man, juft warmed, and, 
making figns expreflive of the delici- 
oufnels of the meat, prefled them to 
eat, and feciningly with fome refent- 
ment that they did not. The gentle- 
men, though they declined eating, made 
figns that they were not unwilling to 
pay for the head, provided they might 
be permitted, without offence, to carry 
it away. To this the favages confent- 
ed, and the g-ntlemen brought the head 
on hoard, with which they afterwards 
feafted an Indian chief, who eat of it 
greedily in prefence of the whole thip’s 
crew; an inconteftible proof of their 
eating human fleth, if any had been 
wanting to confirm the truth of fo f3- 
vage a praétice, 

Being curious to know the reafon 
of putting the man to death, on whom 
they were found feafting, the gentle- 
men were anfwered, that they had 
Jately been at war with the North. Ifland 
Indians; that they had made twenty 
of their enemies prifoners, ‘whont they 
kept alive in places of fecur ty ; and 
that they put them to death occafion sly, 
as they wanted to feaft in compiny. 

In the evening, after the officers 
were returned, the people on the watch 
heard from the fhore a grievous yel- 
ling, which clofed with the moft ter- 
rifying fhrieks that any human creature 
could poffibly.be conceived to utter. 
Some noifes of the like kind had been

heard by the failors in their former vi-- 
fit to this ifland; and as chefe noifes 
at the clofe of day came always from 
the woods, there is reafon to fup- 
pofe that the unhappy victims are about 
that time facrificed either to their ree 
verge or their depraved appetites. 

Our voyagers had now been in hat- 
bour from the 3d of Nove:nber to the 
24th of the fame month, without know- 
ing the fate of the Adventure. It was 
the prevailing opinion of the feamen, 
that fhe muft either havé been wrecked, 
or fe much damaged as not to be able 
to proceed on her voyage ; but the 
Captain was of another opinion; he 
therefore caufed a letter to be inclofed 
in a bottle, and buried under a tree, 
on the body of which certain marks 
were cut, not likely to be obferved by 
the favages ; and after this precaution 
he gave orders to prepare to fail. 

On the 2sth they cleared this chan- 
nel; and the next day proceeded with 
an eafy fail along the coaft, firing guns 
every half hour as fignals to the Ad- 
venture ; but not being anfwered, and 
the wind coming fair, the weather fine, 
and a brifk breeze {pringing up in the 
evening, they took leave of the ifland, 
and purfued their voyage. 

Nothing remarkable happened till 
the 28th, when in I-t. 43 deg. 20 min: 
the ey on the waich obferved the 
trunk of a tree floating by the thip, 
and faw likewife two feals, As thefe 
were infall ble figns of land being near, 
but none appearing, they concluded 
that fome ifland adjoining to the eaf- 
ternmoft extremity of New Zealand 
could not be far off. 

On the 1ft of December, in lat. 47 
deg. 5 min. they faw-a feal, two pen= 
guins,-and a great deal of fea-weed, 
all certain indications of Jand, yet none 
conld be dif:overed : probably a fmall 
iflind, which they might pais in thé 
night. , 

Ou the 6th of the fame month, in 
lat. 51 deg. 30 min. and long. 180 dege 
our. \ abapi remaiks, they were jult 
under London-bridge, where they tape 
ped their laft cafk of beer, and drank 
health to the King and Royal Family 
and toail their good friends in England. 

On the rath, in lat. 62 deg. 17 mine 
they failed clofe by an ifland of ice. ; 

On the rgth, in lat. 66 deg. 4 min. 
the ice came fo thick about the thip, 
that the was unab‘g to proceed either 
to the Southwsrd or Ealtward.. They 
were therefore obliged to tack thip, in 
order to get clear. we 
On 
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On the 17th, in lat. 64 deg. 30 min. 
there happened a prodigious taii of 
foow, ‘ The flakes, our Journalitt 
afferts, were jarger than geefe’s feathers, 
and fell fo thick that fiom the quar- 
ter-deck the officers could not fee the 
bolt fprit.”” Their longitude was then 
279 degrees Euft. 

They were now for feveral days to- 
gether involved in ice and inow ; the 
cold intolerable ; and the weather tem- 
peftuous ; yet the Captain fill perfilled 
in advancing to the South- Eaft. 

On the zoth they croffed the Antare- 

tic corcie, and on the 27th were in Sat. 
67 deg. 27 min. when, being unable 
fo. proceed farther to the Southward, 
they tacked, and ftood to the N. E, 
* On the rsth of January they were 
gn lat. 47 deg. and in long. 250 deg. 
when they again changed their courte, 
and fteered South Eaft. 

On the 2gth, being in lat. 65 deg. 
26 min. they faw fix aibatrofles, fome 
Ace-birds, and three Pintada-birds, cal- 
Jed by the Dutch Cape doves ; but faw 
Mo ice, though in the former trip to 
the Southward they were tugrounded 
by it in the fame latitude. Here the 
poor Indian began to exprefs his im- 
patience to fee England ; and, though 


andulped with the Captain's cabin, 
complained bitterly of the cold, 

On the 27th they croffed the Antarétie 
gircle the third time to the South ward. 
" Qn the goth they paffed a huge 
ifland of ice, and heard many dreadful 
cracks, as if the whole carth bad been 


gleaving afunder, They were then in 
the latitude of 71 deg. 10 min. and, 
taking a view from the mait-head, no- 
Shing was to be feen but a dreary pro- 
fpeé&t of ice and fea, Of the former 
might be fancied a whole country, ag 
far as the eye could carry one, diver. 
fified with hills and ds'es, and imagi- 
nary plantations, that had all the ap. 
earance of cultivation; but, being 
often deceived with falfe appearances, 
and this fecond attempt at difcovery 
promifing no better fucerfs than the 
ea the Captain once more gave 
orders to direft the thip’s head to the 
Northward, to the great joy of ali his 
trew,

Mr. URBaN, . 
I" having lately been fuggefted in 

the public prints, that a greater 
quaatity of alloy is mixed in the com- 
pofition of our current coin than ought 
to be, by which the public is defraud 
ed of very confiderable fums, the fol- 
lowing particulars will thew the charge 
in its proper light ; 

The whole bufinefs of coinage, fays 
Monetariu:, is conduéted under direc- 
tion of the Mint Indenture, which is 
an inftrument of contract between the 
Crown and fuch perfon as his Majefty 
pleates to appoint Mafter of the Mont, 
The Matter is herein alfo named 
Worker, whence the operative parts of 
the bufinefs come of courfe under his 
dire&tion ; and he gives large fecurity 
for the due performance. The King 
likewife nominates divers officers, who 
are checks as weil upon the weight and 
fineoefs of the coin, as upon the teve- 
ral accounts. By this intrument his 
Majefty declares the ftardard of money, 
there being no ftatute for that purpofe ; 
and the Mafter contraéts to com all 
bullion brought into his office, agreea- 
ble to fuch ftandard, at certain prices 
per pound, out of which he isto bear 
every exvence of waite and workman- 
fhip. He binds himfelf alfo to retu:n 
coin for bullion, weight for weight, 
by the Mandar, without deduétion ; fo 
that he can derive no adyantage from 
any deficency of that fort: and tie re- 
ceivers are {ufficient fecurities for this 
part of the agreement. The piefent, 
and all former indentures finae the Re- 
Rtoration, have diieéted he gold mo- 
nies to be made after the rate of 444 
guineas to the pound Troy, which aul 
contain eleven ounces of fine gold, 
with one onnce of alloy ; and the hiver 
at the rate of 62 thillings to the pound, 
containing eleven ounces and two pen- 
nyweights of fine metal, with cighteen 
penny weights of alloy, There is in- 
deed the allowance of a (mali deviation 
from the perfection of thefe rules, une 
der the name of remedy; bu: this is no 
more than a faving claufe for fallibility 
of werkmanfhip, and no ovhetwile ade 
miffible. The check officers are charge 
ed with the fu:perintendance of every 
operation, which feems an effcétual fe- 
curity againft mal-pradices. But as 
the coin of a country fo materially con: 
cerns the pubiic, it is wifely ordained 
that the matter fhall be fubmitted to 
publicexamination and trial. For this 
purpofe, after varicus trials atthe Miot, 
and before any money can be _—. 
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the check officers take one piece pro- 
mifcuoufly out of every fifteen pounds 
of the coin made from time to time, 
which they referve in a box called the 
Pyx, under their feveral feals and keys, 
to be proved before the King and 
C-uscil, at what ts therefore named 
the trial of the Pyx. Upan proper ap- 
plication made for this wial, the p-ivy 
council is convened ; the Lord Chan- 
cellor fummons a jury from the Gold- 
fmiths Company, to confit of 24 re- 
finers, affayers, and other workmen 
fk:iful in the art; and dire&ts the 
King's officers to produce their Pyx, 
Tuis aflemhly being met, and the ju- 
rors {worn, the Chancellor elaborately 
explains the doétrine of money, the 
neceflity of maintaining the coin in its 
utmoft purity, with the confequent im- 
portance of tne bufinefs in hand ; and 
after pointing on the feveral conditions 
of the Mint Indenture, he charges the 
jury to make a trial of the coin before 
them, in the ftrigteft manner, by every 
means their (kk ll may fuggeft, and to 
seport whether the Mafter has truly 
complied with the terms of bis contract. 
The coin is then delivered to the ju- 
rors, who examine, melt, and affay it, 
by the powers of fire, aquafortis, &c, 
in a temporary office, fisted up for the 
occafion, in the Exchequer. At the 
faine time they make the like affays of 
the King’s trial. pieces, which are plates 
of gold and filver refpeétively alloyed 
in due proportion to the appointed 
ftandard, and long fince lodged in his 
Majefty’s Treafury for this fervice, 
By comparing the refult of theie ope- 
rations, all d.ficulty is removed, the 
matter is proved te ocular demonitra+ 
tion, and the jury draw up their ver- 
di& accordingly, which their foreman 
delivers to the Chancellor to be record- 
ed, If by this it fhould appear that the 
Mint -mafter has not fulfilled his en- 
gagements, he is punthhabie by ** fine 
and ranfom, at the King’s pleafure ;"° 
but if the report be in his favour, he 
receives an acquittance under the great 
feal, and has a legal right to be quiet 
from all acenfations to that day. ‘The 
lat trial of the Pyx was in the year 
4774. Other trials were made 3769, 
1766, 1760, 1755 1750, and 1745. 
It would be needileis to go farther, be~ 
caule we may foon expect a royal pro- 
clamation, which will leave very few 
guineas in currency of a longer date. 
But in the verdiét upon every trial 
Above recited, the followihg is part of 
the jury's report, viz. ‘* And we find 
She gold coin is, by the aifays and trial 


thereof, agreeable to the ftandard of 
gold in his Majefty’s Treafury.” 

Thefe are fa&ls which, being matters 
of pubiic record, need no other authens 
tication. It is now therefore fubmitted 
whether the public will credit the 
chimerical conceits of a few prefump- 
tuous men, or the legal judgment of a 
nunber of -artiftts, at different times, 
on a mater of fact tried and deters 
mined by them(elves in themoft-corredt 
aod folemn manner, 


Mr. URBan, 
THE extracts from Bithop Sherlock's 
Works, given in your laft Maga 
zine, and faid to be very applicable to 
the prefent times, are intended, I fupe 
pole, asa reply to the petitioning clergy, 
y afferting, on the authority of that 
good Bifhop, that a/terations and chan- 
ges in the elftabishhed forms. of the 
Church are neither lawful, fate, nor hor 
nourable. Now, Sir, give me leave te 
take the oppolite fide of the queftion, 
and to offer an argument taken fioma 
much higher au'hoiity than that of the 
Bithop, yea than that of all the Bie 
fhops in the land, to prove that it ig 
lawful, fafe, and honourable, to make 
fuch alterations and improvements,from 
time to time, in the eftablithed form 
of public werthip, as may be needf 
to prevent great mifchiefs and incone 
weniences, and for fettling the peace 
of the Church. The authority I mean 
is the Ack of Uniformity of Car. It. 
which, intleed, is the only and entire 
foundation flone of the prefent eftae 
blifhed church as fuch. 

In the preamble to the faid a& it is 
declared, that, ** Wheseas great mil- 
chiefs and inconveniences--eliave arifen 
and grown,----for prevention whereof 
in time ‘to come, for fettling the peace 
of the Church, and for allaying the 
prefent diftempers,----the King’s Mae 
jefty---granted his commiffion, undef 
the great feal of England, to feveral 
Bifh ps and other divines, to review 
the Book of Common. Prayer, and te 
prepare fuch alterations and additions 
as they thought fit to offer; .--and 
that, upon full and mature deliberae 
tion, they the faid Prefidents, Bithops, 
and Clergy of both provinces, have re- 
viewed the faid Book,----and made 
fome alterations---and additional pray 
ers, &c. Be it ena&ed,” &c. In the 
preface to the Book of Common Prayer 
eftablithed by the faid a&, you have 
the foliowing paflage, viz. ** ‘he pare 
ticular forms of divine worthip, and 
the rights and ceremonies appointed to 
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be wed therein, being in themfelves 
indifferent and alterable, and fo ac- 
knowledged, it is but reafonable, that, 
upon weighty and important® confide- 
rations, according -to the various exi- 
gency of times and oc-afions, fuch 
changes and alterations thou'd be made 
therein, as to thofe that are in qutho- 
rity thould from time to time feem ei- 
ther neceffary or expedient.” 

Dr. Tennifon, afterwards Archbifhop 
of Canterbury, fiys, “that they made 
at that time about fix hundred {mail 
alterations and additions; ut then 
adds, that, if there was reafon for 
thefe changes, there was equal, if not 
greater reafon for fome further im- 
provements,” Compl. Hift. p. 252,— 
as quoted in Neal's Hifl.of the Puritans, 
Vol. IV. p. 342. 

And now, Sir, may not T alfo fay, 
that the above extraéts are very ap- 
plicable to the prefent times? \s it 
not expedient, and even necefary, 1o 
do fomething at this time to prevent 
the great mifchiefs and inconveniences 
that arife, to fettle the peace of tie 
Church, and for allaying the. prefent 
diflempers? Are there not fome learn- 
ed ard worthy Divines, Mintters of 
God's word, who have both firong 
inclinations and great abilities to ferve 
the beft interefts of mankind, and yet 
have been lately obliged in conicience, 
‘jn order to preferve their integrity, to 
refign their Jivings, and to he by in 
filence, for want of the defired refor- 
sation? And are there not many 
more, who hithesto ftrive to hold their 
cures and preferments, but with much 
perp'exity and diftrefs of mird on the 
fame account? May I not add, Are 
not our prefent fpiritual governors as 
wife, learned, and virtuou-, as thofe 
of the Jaft century? If fo, Wh re 
Jies the difficulty of the secefary res 
Sormation? Let me fuither observe, 
that it is the common opinion on this 
fubjeé&t, that, whenever the Bifbops are 
in earneft for this defirable wovk, they 
will meet with no obftruction from the 
King and Pa:liament in that cale. 

1 am fure that it is the hearty defire 
and prayer of every fincere Chiitian, 
that fome effeétual means may be ud 
to heal our divifions, and to give peace 
to the Church; as it is alfo of every 
good fubjeét in the kingdom, that the 
over-rulmg Providence of God may 
difpofe and dire& our temporal rulers

T HE dedication of thefe volumes 

to Mr. Garrick is fubfcribed 
** Lydia Sterne de Medalle5"" and the 
fame name alfo appears under an ele- 
gant engraving prefixed (from a pic- 
wure by Mr. Welt) of that lady 
crowning her father’s buft with laurel, 
But why fhe retains her maiden name, 
whether the is wife or widow, or whom 
the married, does not appear. 

The Memoirs which we have already 
inferted, Voi.XLV. p. 520, heing very 
impeife&, we will now endeavour to 
fupply tome omiffions in them, firk 
obferving that Clomwell (the place of 
our author's birth) is. probably mif- 
printed for Clonmell. 
ger Jaques, our author’s grandfather, 
his uncle, the late Precentor of York, 
doubtiefs derived his Chriftian name. 
Uncle Toby, however, moft plainly 
derives his amiable, open, and guile- 
Jefs chara&ter from that which Mr. 
Sterne gives of his own father, 
College, Cambridge, (though he names 
not even the -univerfity, ) was the place 
of his education, The Mr. H—, with 
whom he there commenced a lafting 
friendfhip, was Mr. Hall, author of 
Crazy Tales, to whom many of thefe 
letters are addrefled. Mrs. Sterne, 
whofe maiden name was Lumley, wag 
a fenfible, accomplithed woman, of a 
good family in Staffordfhire. In par. 
ticular, the had a fine voice and tafte 
for mufic, which the difplayed in ac- 
companying her hufband on his bafe. 
viol, much to the entertainment of 
himfelf and friends, at his * thatched 
houfe,” as he called it, and as it really 
was, at Sutton, where in peace and 
privacy he probably enjoyed more ge- 
nuine and heart-felt delight than he 
ever experienced afterwards from the 
fmiles of the great and convivial ap- 
plaufe,

health, in 1765, he was prefented to 
the King of Sardinia (as appears from 
thete Letters) at Turin, and travelled 
in company with the accomplifhed Sic 
James Macdonald through Milan, Par- 
ma, &c. to Naples, where he péffed the 
winter, his wife and daughter being 
then at Tours, and in his return the 
fucceeding fummer, after ‘¢ a wild- 
goofe chace’’ (as he terms at), he found 
them in Fianche Comté. It is, per- 
haps, needlefs to add, that Mr. and 
Mrs. Sterne were not on the beft terms, 
as this evidently appears from many 
pafages in his Letters ; and her chufing 


.to refide fo long in France, and re- 


fufing to accompany him to England, 
is alone a fufficient proof of it. And 
though from “ the fide.of the fountam 
of Vauclufe” the came in Nov. 1767 
to pay him ‘a fentimental vifit”” in 
Yorkhhire, yet in a Latin letter to his 
friend Hall, written foon after, he fays 
he was ‘‘ mote tired and fick of her 
than ever*.” This, and fome other 
indelicacies, not to fay grofs indecen= 
cies, more fuitable to a Martial or Pe- 
tronius than a Chriftian divine, a pro- 
per regard for both her parents, as 
well as to herfelf, fhould have induced 
a daughter to fupprefs. Thefe Me- 
moirs were compiled in 1767, jut after 
Mr. Sterne’s return to England. Dur- 


ing his laft illnefs it does not appear 


that his wife, then fettled at York, 
went to London to vifit him. His dy- 
ing words, penned probably but a day 
or two before his death, were add: effed 
to Mrs. J[ames]. How long Mrs. S. 
furvived him does not appear. 

Thefe few additional’ Memoirs thall 
be clofed with his epitaph (a /weet 
one, his daughter calls it), by Mr. 
Garrick. ‘

¢ioufnefs of their indifcreet fricnds. 
"There are two Odes, as they are called, 
printed by Dodfley: whoever was the 
author, he appears to be a monfter of 
impiety and lewdnefs—yet fuch is the 
malignity of the fcribblers, fome have 
given them to your friend Hall; and 
others, which is more impoffible, to 
yourfeif ; though the firtt ode has the 
infolence to place you both in a mean 
and a ridiculous ight. But this might 
arife from a tale equally groundicfs 
and malignant, that you had fhewn 
them to your. acquaintances in MS. 
before they were given to the public.

By. a letter to Mifs Sterne, from 
York, dated Nov. 25, 1766, it appears 
that ** her mother had then hircd a 
chateau on the fide of the fountain of 
Vauclufe—with feven rooms of * [on] 
a floor, furnifhed with tapeftry and blue 
taffety, the permiffioa to fifh, and to 
have game, fo many partridges a week, 
&c. for fixteen guineas a year ;"—and 
of a fubiequent Ictter we will quote 
the beginning, from a regard to Pe- 
trarch and Laura, and their biographers, 

“© And fo, my Lydia, thy moiher 
and thyleif are returning back again 
from Marfeilles to the banks of the 
Sorgue—and there thou wilt fir and 
fih for trouts—i envy you the {weet 
fituation. Petravch’s tomb I fhould 
like to pay a fentinental vifit to t—~ 
the fountain of Vauclufe, by thy de- 
fcription, muft be delightful.—I am 
alfo much pleafed with the account 
you give m- of the Abbé de Sade—) ou 
find great comfort in fuch a neigh- 
bour-I am glad he is fo good as to 
corre&t thy tranflation of my Sermons— 
Dear girl, go on, and.make me a pre- 
fent of thy work—but why not the 
Houfe of Mourning? ‘tis one of the 
beft, I Jong to receive the Life of Pe- 
trarch and his Laura, by your Abbé ; 
but I am out of a)! patience with the 
anfwer the Marquis made the AbLé—~—

Sterne’s anfwer is, as might be ex- 
pected, equally fenfible and humane :

not help thinking that the fenfibility, 
or delicacy at leaft, of this ** good | 
hearted” negro was fo real and unaf-

for their fubfcriptions.”” 

We mui add, thar Eliza, alias Mrs. 
Draper, alias La Bramine, is frequently 
mentioned in thefe Letters; and b 
way of retaliation for a certain family 
advifing her (for prudential reafons) 
to break off her friend(hip with him, 
he contrives, and {cruples not to avow, 
‘* a falfity,” to induce her ‘ not to 
write to them ;”’ pretending it to be 
the requeft of Mrs. J[ames}, and at 
the fame time defiring it might not be 
mentioned to that lady, as ‘* it would 
difpleaie her." In this he was certainly 
right. Let fuch a man {peak with the 
tongue of men and of angéls, he can 
never be deemed more than a tinkli 
cymbal.

‘That fome 
of.them, and thofe of the moft odious 
kind, are not, he himfelf feems to al- 
low,.and therefore has no excufe for 
publifhing them, But that all are 
apocryphal, our wifhes cannot fo far 
biafs our judgment as to fuffer us to 
maintain, unlefs it couid be thewn that 
the papers, the original papers, to which 
he refers, are torged and fpurious. 
And here, by the way, we cannot con 
jecture what Mr, Macpherfon means by 
*¢ the originals” being *‘ in the hands 
of the bookfeller,”” ax, excepting * his 
own acquifitions,” the Stuert papers, 
it appears, are merely extraéts, or co- 
pies, whofe ‘* originals” are in the 
Scotch college at Paris. The prefent 
letter-writer; indeed, affirms, that, *¢ ex- 
eept a fingle letter (and of that not the 
original is produced) of the Earl of 
Marlborough, ** no ose proof is given 
of the guilt of thefe great perfonages, 
except the mere affi mation of the agents 
of James II.’ This “ fingle letter,” 
we prelume, is that in which the Earl 
betrayed the defign on Breft: but, tho’ 
*€ the original is not produced,” King 
James, we are told, upon receipt of it, 
has written in his Memoirs the follow- 
ing memorandum, in his own hand : 
“© May 4th, Lord Churchill informed 
the King of the defign on Breft.” Page 
g21. ann. 1694. K. James's hand- 
writing, therefore, being well known, 
and thefe Men:oirs now LYING OPEN 
im the Scotch college to any one who can 


obtain an order fromRome for infpeAing 
them, this, doubtleis, is a fat fupport- 
ed by that Prince’s veracity, which we 
never remember to have heaid ime 
peached ; and it is no fufficient an{wer 
to fay, with this author, that, “* br. 
lieving, or chufing to appear to belicve, 
every thing which his agents wrote 
concerning the ficuat:on of affairs in 
Evgiand, he could do ro otherwile 
than write as he did.”” The above in- 
telligence was given him not by “ his 
agents,” but by Marlborough him’elf, 
Impartiality alone obliges us, though 
with great reluétance, to fupport a 
charge which, however willing, we are 
not able to dilprove or difbelieve. And 
this nobleman’s being (ent to the Tower 
in 1692 is a collateral proof of his be- 
mg then at leaft fulpeéted by K. Wil- 
liam, though the caute to this day has 
never been afcertained, ‘* The tale of 
Ruffel and Carter,” as told by this 
hiftorian, is indeed ** wondrous, the 
one triumphing, the other dying [at 
La Hogue], in the caule of that Prince 
whom (he affures us) they were then 
determined to expel f:om his throne; "— 
but let it be remembered, that the lar- 
ter of thefe admirals was at the time 
fufpedied of favouring K. James, but 
h:d nox influence enough to biing over 
his offi-ers and feamen ; and, when once 
engaged, cannon balis make no dif- 
tinction: and as to Ruffcl, he, it is al. 
lowed, notwithftanding his general pro- 
feffions, would never piomile ‘* to 
avoid the French fleet, and allow it to 
pals; fo that Col. Sackville thought he 
did not ‘* aét lincerely,” and Marlbo- 
rough that he had ‘* bad intentions.” 
To prove the partiality of the Hiftory, 
our author mentions Mr. Macpherfon’s 
overlooking, in his account of the Irith 
war, and particularly of the fecond fiege 
of Limerick, ‘ the imple, plain, cir- 
cumftantial Journal written by Story.” 
He concludes, with fome farcafms on 
the difputed origin of the Erfe frag- 
ments: ‘* Let Ofian (he fays) be jufti- 
ied, before Nairne prefumes to hope for 
credit,’’ and fome compliments to the 
North. Britons, but adds, ** We thall 
th'nk the bravery of a Lockhart, an 
Elliot, or a Gilchrift, the eloquence of 
a Murray and a Wedderberne, and 
the elegant dition of a Hume and a 
Robertfon, too dearly earned, if we 
muft give up in return, one by one, 
our Miltons, our Sidneys, our Ruffels, 
our Hampdens, and with them our 
every pretence to even the memory of 
Engl:th pat:iotifm and public virtue.”

THESE pleafing Flights confit of 
three poems; 1. (in blank verfe) The 
Helmets. 2. The Caroufal of Odin ; 
3- Madnefs; both Pindaric (or rather 
Graian) Odes. ** The fcene of the firft 
{which is a dialogue between a gilded 
cafque and a fable helmet] is laid in the 
neighbourhood of Donington-caftle, in 
a houfe built after the Gothic tatte, 
upon a fpot famous for a bloody en- 
counter between the armies of Charles 
and the Parliament. The prognotti- 
cation [made by the back beaver, of 
*« the groans of butchered brothers, 
the plaints of ravifhed maids, and the 
frantic howls of mations”] alludes to 
civil diffention, which fome have fore- 
told would arife in England, in confe, 
quence of the difputes with America.” 
We will quote the fecond, not as the 
beft, but as the fhorteft. 

“© The Caroufal of ODIN. 

‘© FILL the honey’d bev’rage high, 

Fill the fculls, "tis Odin’s cry : 

Heard ye not the pow’rful call 

Thund’ring thro’ the vaulted hall? 


‘¢ Fill the meath, and fpread the board, 
“ Vaffals of the griefly Lord !"— 

The portal hinges grate,—they come— 
The din of voices rocks the dome. 


‘© In ftalk the various forms, and dreft 
In various armour, various veft, 
With helm and morion, targe and hhield, 
Some quiv’ring launces couch, fome biting 
maces wield :

THIS writer has already diftinguith- 

ed himfelf as a moral and Chriftian 

poet by his Ejay on Happine/s*, on the 
3d book of which, 2d edit. (the pro- 
duétion of good out of evil) the tub- 
ftance of this difcourfe was originally 
intended to have. been introduced as.a

which was thought more adapted for a 
work of fancy. From Matth. xviii. 7: 
It muft needs be that offences come, the 
preacher, 1. takes a general view of 
what has already bes n advanced in the 
beft-approved attempts to folve the 
difficulty arifing from the pe: miffion of 
offences, or occafions of fpiritual iniury 
to other men; and, 2. inthis permiffion 
of atrocious crimes and pernicious er- 
rors, poin's out this great purpofe-of 
extenfive moral henevelence conflantly 
and invariably purfued by Providence, 
viz. *¢ that in their prefent ftate of dif. 
cipline the minds of men may be occa- 
fionally a'armed by ao aétual fight and 
feeling of the mifchievous confequences 
of fin and falfhood, and thus excited 
to a more watchful and refolute purfurt 
of truth and virtue.”’ In. particutar, 
for this purpofe, he obferves, the crimes 
of pious David, and. the idolatry of 
wife Solomon, were permitted and res 
corded. From whence he: draws this 
general maxim, ‘* That the great in- 
tent of Providence, in permitting the 
moft odious extremes of moral evil in 
this life, is the inftruétion they convey 
to the heirs of a better life than thic,’* 
And this comfortable truth, viz. “* that 
every tranfient and partial evi thould 


be conftantly regarded as preparatory: 


to an event of permanent and impartial 
tendency to good,"’ he particularly il- 
Jultrates by.the feries of di‘aftrous and 
feemingly de perate cireur tances thro* 
which Chriftianity has been condu&ted 
by Providence, from its firi® publica. 
tion in genuine purity to all people, 
thro’ its fubfequent corruption, down 
to the prefent reformed flate of it, ef- 
tablithed in thefe realms, adding a mo- 
deft but rexfonable with (in which we 
fincerely join), that ‘* a free and candid 
enquiry into all the minntelt defed&s of 
our excellent cftablithment may. at 
length be encouraged, and the facred 
light of truth be fill farther increafed 
-and extended,” 


5. A Difcourfe on the Englith Confli 
tution: Extra&led from a late emi- 
nent Writer, and appiicable to the 


prefent Times, &v0. pp. 40. 5. 

Robinfon. 

_THE defign of this publication 
will plainly appear fron the following 
paflage in the preface: “ Refflance to 
civil government, afferted on priaciple, 
is nothing but the extravagznce and 
nonfenfe of defigning writers who want 
to be refifting every thing for their own 
private ends.” The Dilcousle (we are 
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afterwards told) is by a Jate eminent 
writer, otherwife.we fhould conceive it 
to have been written either by Father 
Petre or Dr. Sacheverell, as it maine 
tains the abfurd and (we hoped) ex- 
pioded dofttine of p-flive obedience 
and non refitlance (* the right divine 
of Kings to govern wrong”) in as 
high a ftiain as we ever remember to 
have feen, ¢* That the government of 
England, or any part of it, is mot lea 
Bally refiftible with force,” is the pots 
tion he jays down, fays the editor : 
and the auther’s fundamental principies 
are, that ** the people of England are 
bound not to refift with force the King, 
or thofe commiffioned by him, in aay 
cafe, or upon any pretence, whatfa- 
ever ;* that  nothmg can juftify re- 
filtance but what will amount to a jut 
and legal defence upon .an indictment 
of high treafon ;** that “ the fupreme 
power, wherever it is lodged, is, and 
mutt be, uncontroulable and srefif- 
tible;"* and that pafive.obedience, in- 
ftead of being a flavith and degenerate 
piinciple, is a principle. of liberty and 
fecurity.” On thefe principles how 
the Revolution could legally take place 
or he defended, how the nght of K. 
George can bx fupported, or how this 
auther o¢ editor. cau .confittently vow 
or hear allegiance to him while any of 
the Stuart tanrily are in being, is be- 
yond our cafviliry to determine: and, 
on the whole, we deem this /ophiftical 
performance fuch an a& of hegh-trea- 
ion againfl the majefty of the peop'e, 
and again@ the tenure by witich our 
Sovereign holds his crown, as to think 
it deferves parliamentary cenfure and 
* p-nal fie” as much as The Oxford 
Deeree or Droit Le Rai, fave ony that 
this wou'd meke it too importaint. 


6. A Sermon preached at St. Mate 
thew's, Betonal-Green, oa Sunday, 
Ney. 12. 1775. By John Wefley, 
-M.A. For the Benefit a' the Witows 
and Orphans of the Sal.iers. who 
lately fel! near Bolton, ia New- 
Eng'and. 6d. Ilawes, 

MR. Wefley, before he preached 
this fermon, faid he mutt alfo print it, 
foreceing that it wou'd be otherwile 
much mifrcprefented ; which, it feems, 
has been the cafe; foie thinking he 
has faid too much, anil others too lit- 
tle. The text is from 2 Sam. xxiv. 17. 
Lo, 1 bave finned and done wickedly: 
but thefe foeep, what have they done? 
Comparing our cafe to that of Ifiael, 
he confiders, 1, what the people —_ 
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Cand afterwards what is the caule of 
thele fufferings. And thele fuff-rings 
he deleribes to be, 1. Want of bulineis, 
and its conlequence, want of food, 
2. A wide-fpread lunacy, with which 
he fuppofes all who arraign the 
minifterial meafures to be infected, 
3. A bitter treafonabie party zeal. 
4. Anarchy, confufion, war, and every 
evil work, in our Colunies. Our own 
fins, the caufe of our iufferings, which 
he next enumerates, are felf-intereft, 
decent, lying, luxury, floth *, and pro- 
fanenefs; and he concludes with a ra- 
tional and feriprural exhortation to re- 
pentance and amendment. The only 
paragraph in which he mentions the 
immediate fubje& of this difcourfe is 
the following, at the clofe ot its 
** Shew mercy more efpecially to the 
poor widows, to the heiple(s orphans, 
of your countrymen, who are now 
numbered with the dead, who fell 
among the flain in a diftant land. 
Who knoweth tut the Lord will yet 
be inweated, will calm the madnefs of 
the people, will quench the flimes of 
contcn'ion, and breathe into all the 
fpirit of love, unicy, and concord? 
Then brother fhail:- not lift up fword 
againfl brother, neither fhall they know 
war any more. Then fhall plenty and 
peace flourith in our land, and all the 
inhabitants of it be thankful for the 
innumerable bleffings » hich they enjoy, 
and fhall fear God, and honour the 
King.” 


7. Four Difcourfes delivered to the 
Archdeaconry of Cleveland, im the 
years 1757,1769, 177%, aud 1772.

THE rit of thefe difcourfes, ** On 
the duty of a Chiiittian Minifler under 
the obligation of conforming to a na- 
tional religion eftablithed by the civil 
powers,took its rife (she autor teils us 
in the preface) from a fufpicion that the 
younger and the k fs capab'e prt of the 
clergy, Audious and attentive to dil- 
charge their duty according to the due 
order of the charch, might fometimes

meridiem, which he tranflatés ‘ at five 
in the morning” + but, Q. Whether this 
fhould not be feven, the fifth hour be- 
fore noon? 

Gent. Mac. Jan, 1778. 
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overlook what the holy fcripture re- 
quires of them towards making full 
proof: of ther minifiry ;"—viz warn- 
ing the unruly, comforting the feeble 
minded, fupporiing the weak, and 
exercifing patience azd diligent circum. 
SpeGtion ; and not merely complying 
with the rubreal and canonical di- 
re&lions.”” In purfuing this fubje& the 
archdeacon difcuflts ** a cafe of great 
delicacy ‘and importance” in the fol- 
lowing manner ;—‘* Let it not be aid 
that the clergy of the eRtabtithed church 
are attached to it bv fecular motives 
only. These may bea polisical diffent, 
as well asa political conformity. Vhere 
may be among us confcientious and 
liberal-minded men, who are d.ffatifs 
fied with, not to fay d:ftreffe! by, the 
bonds which their full conformity to 
the efliblifhed church lays upon them, 
Diff: rent men may be aff: &ed by thefe 
in dificvent degrees ; and ai/ who feel 
the burden, may not only with, but 
oughr to folic't, relief from thufe who 
have the power to give it. But it will 
no: follow, from their not immediately 
obtaining fuch relief, that every 
clergyman fo circumftanced is ob iged 
to quit his ftation in the church, and 
to feck his fati-f-Sion in fome other 
religious community, or his bread in 
fome other employment. In cafes of 
this kind, turn which way \ou will) 
there are d ffi ulties too fubftantial to 
he got over by every man, and too 
Mmpertant to the man himéfelf to be fub- 
mitted.to rhe jedgment of others."* 
And fince that diftourfe was fii ft celi- 
vered, having been particularly af- 
feSted (he fays) by the fecefion of 
a moft worthy and valuable friend,” 
he gives this mater fome farther con- 
fideration. in his preface, and proves 
from fone paflages in two anfwers to 
Confiderations on the propriety of re- 
quiring Jubferiptionsto avticles of faith, 
that Mr. Lindicy, if he had not fe- 
ceded, could mot have efcdped the 
tongue of fcandal and offence, as the 
Confiderer (a \uppofed Re, Rev.*) for 
retaining his preferments is accuicd of 
doing evil, that good may come. 

The 2d Difcourre, Ou the quneftiens, 
What is Chriftanity ? and Where is 
it to be learned ?” refers to an objec- 
tion made tothe Chritian relig‘on, “on 
account of the -axcertaii.ty of its doc- 
trines, as they are differently reprefent- 
ed by many eminent divines woo

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have undertaken to explain them. 
s* This obj: Gion, we are told, was the 
fubjc& of a private corre‘pondence be- 
tween two perfons, one of whom (the 
obje&tor) had taken his ideas of the 
unanimity of the Jews and Maho- 
metans, chiefly from the accounts 
given of them in the two little hiitories 
of Dr. Lancelot Addifon*.” in reply 
to which our author refers to more ac- 
curate writers for a proof that ‘ the 
Jews and Turks are as much divided 
from eich, other as Chriflians of the 
molt iifferent fedtsare fuppofed to be.’ 
And in anfwer to a pofition of a divine 
of our own country (which the ob-— 
jector bird brought by way of ftreng- 
thening his argument) viz. ‘ that it 
was not neceflary that Chriftianity 
fhovld continue in the fame ftate in 
which the Apofiles leftitt ;°° in other 
words, ‘that it was neceflary it 
fhould accommodate itfclf to the various. 
policies which the ftates and kingdoms 
that 12ceived it fhould employ to pro- 
mote their greatneis and power re{pec- 
tively,” Mr. Riackburne proves that 
this is no other than aa apology for all 
thofe corruptions in doétrine and wor- 
fhip, which have been introduced into 
the Chriftian Church for political pur- 
pofes, from the time it was frit taken 
into the proteétion of the civil magi- 
Grate. He expofes alfo the futility 
** of fathering fome things upon the 
fcriptures (fuch as acknowledging our 
rights and duties, &c.) by way of /up- 
pofition; an expedient adopted by Dr. 
Balguy, and its inconfiftency with an- 
ether paffage by the fame writer, viz. 
*¢ that the founders of our religion 
eftablified a form of church govern- 
ment,” and that “ they ar€ clear and 
explicit, that authority once eftablifh- 
ed muft be obeyed,” thewing the ad- 
vantage this dcétrine gives the Papifts, 
(who in like manner may maintain that 
**the plentiude of the Pope's Eccle- 
fizftical power is fuppofed, though not 
exprefsly taught in the {criptures) and 
the condemnation here virtually paffed 
on our firft reformers for oppofing an 
authority eflablithed for feveral cen- 
turies. From fuch reprefentations of- 
Chriftianity, and fuch licentious modes

+ Effey on Eftablifhnents,” &e, 
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of defending it, the Archdeacon, in 
conclufion, d:reéts the virws of ‘his 
hearers to the peculiar dutics of ther 
calling as minifters of the gofpel, and 
in particular urges them to fearch and 
recommend the fludy of the {criptures, 
to be moderate and humble, and never 
to inculcate their own private opinions 
on difputable points as matters of 


JSaith. 


The 3d Difcourfe is ** On the true 
meaning of the phrafe, The Interefts of 
Religion; av expreffion to be met with 
in an hundred books, written with ver 
dsfferent and often contradictory virws, 
ail howcver upon the pretence of ferv- 
ing religion, and promoting its in- 
terefts.”” In this the author clealy 
fhews, that the idea of interef, as it 
ftands for any temporal advantage, is 
irreconcileable with any defcription of 
religion we have in the fcriptures, and 
that the obftruétion given by church 
difcipline to the free courfe of the word 
of God, or the knowledge of the 
truth, is inconfiftent with the wi!l of 
God, the gofpel of Chrift, and Lu- 
ther’s reformation. 

The latt of thefe difcourfes, “ On 
the original principles of the fi & Pro- 
teftants,”’ is meant for a vindicatioh 
of thofe who have wii'ten or adted in 
favour of a reformation of the church 
aainft an accufation, that they were 
endeavouring to fubvert the ecclefia- 
tical conftitation of their country as 
by law eftablitheg. In this differtation, 
from the genuine principles of Frotef- 
tantifm, the author (we think) has 
clearly proved, that the civil magi- 
firate, profefing himjelf a Chriftian and 
a Protefiant, hath xo right to eftablith 
what religion, be thinks fit, indepen- 
dently of any regard to the Chiiflian 
fcriptures, and has alfo fhewn, fiom 
the confitution.| doétrine of this 
kingdom, that the Britith magifrate 
does not confid:r himfelf as invefted 
with any fuch power, in oppofition to 
Dr. Balguy, who maintains the un- 
limited power of the civil magifirate 
in matters of religion. On the whole, 
in each of thefe difcourfes Mr. Black- 
burne, like a true fon of the Refor- 
mation, has difsiayed much zeal with 
equal knowledge, and has adopted that 
mode of defence by which alone the 
religion of Proteitants can be con- 
fiftently defended.

INCE the reduétion of Chamblee and 

the furrender of St. John’s, the Pro- 
vincials have extended their conquefts in 
Canada by the capitulation ef Montreal, 
The terms infifted on by the inhabitants 
(the garrifon having previoufly abandon- 
ed the town) were as follows : 

Article x. That the citizens and inha- 
bitants of Montreal, as well individuals, 
as religious orders and communities, 
without any eaceptions, fhall be main- 
tained in the free poffeffion and enjoyment 
of their rights, goods, and effects, movea- 
ble and immoveable, of what nature fo- 
ever they may be. 

2. That the inhabitants, French and 
Englifh, thall be maintained ia the free 
exercife of their religion. 

3. That trade in general, as weil with- 
in the Province as iu the upper countries 
and parts beyond the feas, fhall € care 
ried on frecly as heretofore, and pafiports 
fhall be granted for that purpofe, 

4. That paffports fhail alio be granted 
to thofe who may want them, for the dif- 
ferent vartsof ahis Province, or elfewhere, 
on their lawful affairs. 

¢. That the citizens and inhabirants of 
the town and fuburbs of Montreal fall 
not be compelled, on any pretence what 
foever, to take up arms againgt the Mother 
Country, nor to contribute in any manner 
towards carrying oa war againft her, 

6. That the citizens and inhabitants of 
the town and fuburbs, or any other part 
of the country, who have taken up arms 
for the defence of this Province, and are 
taken prifoners, fhall be fet at liberty, 

7. That the courts of juilice thall be 
eftablifhed for the determination of pro- 
perty, and that the judges of the faid 
courts fhall be elected by the people. 

8. That the inhabitants of the town 
fhall not be fubjected to lodge troops. 

g. That no inhabitants of the country, 
or favages, fhall be permitted to enter 
the town, until the Commandant fhall 
have taken poffeffion and provided for the 
fecurity thereof, 

General Montgomery's Anfwer + 

1 DO hereby certify that the above ar- 
ticles were prefented to me, to which I 
have given the following anfwer . 

The city of Montreal having neither 
ammunition, artillery, troops, nor provi- 
fions, and having it not in their power to 
fulfil one article @” the treaty, can claim 
No title to a capitulation, 

The Continental army have a generous 
Gifdain of every ad of oppretiion and 
violence. They are come for the exprefs 
purpofe of giving liberty and fecurity. 
The General, therzfore, engages his ho-

nour to, maintain, in the peaceable en- 
joyment of their property of every kind, 
the individuals and religious communities 
of the city of Montreal, 

The inhabitants, whether Englith, 
French, or others, fail be maintaincd ja 
the free exercife of their religion. 

The prefent unhappy contention he- 
tween Great-Britain and her Colonies, 
puts it out of his power to engage for 
trecdom of trade to the Mother Country, 
nor can he makea general promife of pitt 
ports, As far as it may conlift with ch 
fafety of the troops, and the public good, 
he fhall be happy to promote comnierce, 
and for that purpofe promifes to grant 
patlports for the upper couatries wheo se 
quired. 

The General hopes to fee fuch a Pro- 
vinci:l virtuous convention aflembled, as 
will enter with zeal into every meafure 
that can contribute to fet the civil and 
religious rights of this, and her filter co+ 
lonies, on a permanent foundation. He 
promifes for himéelf, that he will not 
compel the inhabitants of the towa to 
take up arins againft the mother conatry, 
or contribute towards the expence of the 
prefent war. 

The Continental army came into this 
Province for its protection ; they there- 
fore cannot confider their oppoiies as 
taking up arms for its defences. 

It is not in the General’s power to en- 
gage for the return of prifoners, Motives 
of humanity will induce him to off tis 
intereft for their return to their families, 
provided itcan be done without endanger. 
ing the public fafeiy. 

Speedy meafures fhall te taken for 
eRablithing courts of juice, upon the 
moft liberal plan, conformable to the 
Britifh confti:ution. 

The inhabitants fhall not be burtheed 
with trocps, but when necefliry requizes’ 
it, of which aeceflity the General wadk 
be judge. 

‘Phe inhabitants of the country, and 
fava-es, fhall not enter the town ti the 
guards are pofted. 

To-morrow morning, at nine o'clock, 
the Continental troops fhall take poffai- 
fion of the Recolle&s Gate; the proper 
officers mut attend with the keys of all 
prdiic ftores, upon the Quarter-Mafior- 
General, at nine o clock, at the Recol- 
leéts Gate 

This engagement is underftood, and 
declared s) be binding on any future 
commanding officer of the Couotinentad 
troops that may fucceed me in this patric.

To counterbalance thete advantages ia 
Canada, Lord Dunmore has ereQcd the 
King’s ftandard in the Province of Vie 
ginia: to which great numbers have re- 
paired both white and black, 4c has 

Jikewile 
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dikewife obtained fome fignal advantages 
over the Virginians, the particulars of 
which have not yet tranipired. 

But previoully to this-meafure, his 
Excellency cavfed the following procla- 
matioh to be iffued, which has fpread a 
general alarm. 

‘© AS I have entertained hopes that 
an accommodation might have taken place 
between Great Britain and this Colony, 
without being compelled, by my duvy, to 
this moft difagreeable, but now abfolutely 
neceifary ftep, rendered fo by a body of 
armed men, unlawfully allembled, firing 
on his Majeity’s tenders, and the forma- 
tion of an army, and that army now on 
their march to attack his Majelty’s troops, 
and deftroy the well difpofed fubjeéts 
of this Colony: To defeat fuch treafona- 
ble purpofes, and that all fuch trai- 
tors, and their abettors, may be brought 
to juftice, and that the peace and good 
order of this colony may be again re- 
ttored, which the ordinary courfe of 
the civil law is unable to effeét, I have 
thought fit to iflue this my proclamation, 
hereby declaring, that, unril the aforefaid 
good purpofes can be obtained, I do, in 
virtue of the power and authority to me 
given by his Majelty, determine to exe- 
ente martial law, and cavfe the fame to be 
executed throughou: this colony; and to 
the end that peace and good order may 
the fooner be reftored, I cto require every 
perfon capable of bearing arms to refort 
to his Majefty’s itandard, or be looked 
upon as traitors to his Majefty’s Crown 
and government, and thereby become 
iable to the penalty the law infli&s upon 
fuch offences, fuch as forfeiture of life, 
conffeation of lands, &c. And I do 
hereby farther declare all indented fer- 
vants, Negroes, or others (appertaining 
to rebels) free, that.are able and willing 
to bear arms, they joining his Majetty’s 
troops, as foon as may de, for the more 
fpeedily reducing this colony to a proper 
fenfe of their duty, to his Maiefty’s 
Crown and dignity. I do farther order, 
and require, all his Majetty’s liege fub- 
jects, to retain their quit-rents, or any other 
taxes due, or that may become due, in 
their own cultody, tiil fuch time as peace 
may be again reftered to this at prefent 
molt unhappy country, or demanded of 
them for their former falutary purpofes, 
by officers” properly authorifed to receive 
the fame. 

The body of armed men allufed to in 
the above proclamation, were thofe, who, 
on an ayempt being made to burn the 
town of Hampton by Captain Squire, 
atlembled, and defeated that defign. The 
force that was fent to execute the cruel 
order for burning the town confifted of 
an armed fchooner and three tenders; 
thefe had cut thro’ the boats that had 
been funk to block up the harbour, buta 


body of riffemen having joined a party 
of the Virginian regulars. received them 
fo warmly, that Captain Squire was ob- 
liged to retreat, and to abandon one of 
his tenders. 

The Provincials, exulting on this vic- 
tory, were not a little mortified on feeing 
the above proclamation, which gives en- 
couragement to flaves to free themfelves 
from the yoke of their mafters, and to 
take up arms againft them; a licence 
which none of the Governors on the Con- 
tinent had hitherto ventured to grant, 

This provocation has called together not 
only theVirginian troops ; but thofe alfo of 
the adjoining colonies ; and even a naval 
force is faid to be preparing to lend affift- 
ance to the military to purfue the Gover 
nor thro’ land and water, and to make 
his efcape impracticable. How this affair 
will terminate we will not venture to fore- 
tell, The trial however, will in a great 
meafure decide the queftion that has hither- 
to been doubtful, whether the friends of 
government are or are not confiderable in 
that Province. 

Very much unlike the conduét of Lord 
Dunmore to the Virginians is that of 
Gevernor Tryon towards the inhabitants 
of New York ; he tells his people in the 


mildeft manner, that, having obtained his ° 


Majelly’s permiflion to withdraw from 
his government, feeing no hope of reftor- 


ing harmony, heexpeéted fuon to be ob- | 
lized to avail hiawfelf of his Majefty’s in- 


dulvence 

‘It has given me great pain, fays he, 
(ina letter direéted from the thip, Duchefs 
of Gordon, to the Mayor of New York) 


to view the colony cominitted to my care, 


in fuch aturbulent ftate, as not to have af- 
forded me, fince my arrival, any profpe& 
of being able to take the diipaffionate 
and deliberate vwice of its inhabiiants, in 
a conititutional manngr, upon the refolu- 


tion of Parliament for compofing the 


prefent ferments in this Province, 

I owe it to my aff-@ion to this colony, 
to declare my with, that fome meafure 
may be {pcedily adopted for this purpofe; 
as I feel an extreme degree of anxiety, in 
being witnefs to the growing calamities 
of this country, without the power to al- 
leviate them. 

Of the fame berevolent aud concili- 
ating difpofition Governor Franklin ap- 


pears to be, who, on calling the Affeme 


bly of New-Jerfey together, to tranfact 
fuch bufivefs as the exigencies of the 
province required, told them, in a candid

apprized them of his Majefty’s firm re- - 


io ution 
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folution to purfae the moft vigorous ef+ 
forts to'reduce his rebellions fubjeets to 
obedience ; but hoped, that men of fenfe, 
and friends to peace and good order, 
would fee their error before it was too 
Jate, and that they would concur in re- 
ftoring the public tranqnillity. on the 
terms held out by his Majelty and the 
Parliament. 

He likewife informed them of the or- 
ders which his Majelty’s naval com- 
manders had received, to proceed againtt 
fach fea-port towns and places, that were 
acceffible to his Majefty's thips, as thould 
offer any violence to ihe Kings ‘officers, 
or thould raife any troops, erect any mi- 
litary works, or niake ‘any attempt to 
splonder arty public magazine of arms or 
am munition- ‘ 

He acquainted them, moreover, that, 
if he had, followed the advice of his beft 
friends, he would ere this, like other 
Governors, have fought an afylum on 
board one of his Majefty’s thips; -but 
that, in full confidence of the affection 
of the people over whom he was ap- 
pointed. to prefide, he had avoided that 
ftep, and perfuaded the other crown of- 
ficers to'do the fame, left it thould be 
attributed to .a well-grounded apprehen- 
fion of violence, and of courfe fubjeé& 
‘the colony to ‘be.more immediately con- 
fidered as in aétual rebellion, and be 
produttive of mifchiefs which it was his 
earne't deSre to prevent; ‘but at the fame 
time be entreated the Aflembly, that, if 
they would not, or could not, be an- 
{werable for the fafety of himfelf and 
his fabordinate officers, to tell him fo 
‘in plain tefms: tor, faid he, as fenti- 
ments of independency are by fome men 
of prefent confequence openly avowed, 
-and eflays are already appearing in- the 
~public papers, to ridicule the people's fears 
of that horrid meafare. and remove their 
averfion to republican governmeut, it is 
‘high time every man fhould know what 
the has to expect. If, as I hope, you have 
an abhorrence of fuch defign, you will 
‘do your country an effential feevice, by 
declaring it in fo full and explicit terms 
as may difcourage the attempt. You 
may always rely on finding me ready to 
co-operate with you in every proper ex- 
pedient for promoting peace, order, and 
food government ; and I -thall deem it 
a particular happinefs to have an oppor- 
tunity of being inftrumental in faving 
this province from the prefent impending 
danger, 

We have not yet been favoured with 
the Affembly’s anfwer to this addrefs ; 
but dowbr not of ihe Affembly's candour 
in affording fafety to the King’s Governor 
and officers, who thus, confiding in the 
feople’s iove, entrufted their perfuns to 
their proteation. 

Wh.tever influence thefe pacific recome

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mendations may have upon. the people 
within doors to whom they are addrefled, 
they feem to take no other effet without 
doo-s, than ju‘t to preferve the perfons 
in office from infult. The whole con= 
tinent continues ftill to be in motion, 
and every colony is not only providing 
for its own particniar fafety, but likes 
wife to afirt the common canfe with 
proportionab!e force, They are bufy too 
in forming a ovaiine;. but it muft be long 
before they.can be formidable at fea. 

The Hou‘e of Reprefentatives in the: 
province of Pennfylvania have recom- 
mended to all male white perfons withig 
their province, who are within the ages 
of 16 and 60, and who are not confeien= 
tioufly ferupulous of bearing arms, to 
join the military affociation in that pro- 
‘vince forthwith ; and to all thofe who 
are thus fcrupulous and confcientious, to 
contribute an equivalent in money. They 
have at the fame time ordered the fum 
of 80,c00l. to be ftruck in bills of , 
credit, ‘for anfwering the prefent exi- 
gencies of the province, in order that the 
affociators may be allowed ail neceilary 
charges for their refpective ferviccs. 

The like has been done in the pro 
vince of Maflachufets-bay, and in other 
provinces, The reprefentatives of the 
Matlachufets have ordered notice to be 
given to all the officers and minute men, 
who on the alarm on the roth of April 
Jaft marched from home for the defence 
of the colony, againft the minifterial 
troops, to make up their account of time 
and travel on that occafion, in order to 
be paid for their-fervice; and alfo for 


‘all innholders, and others, who afforded 


money or entertainment to the. faid mi- 
nute-men, to: make-up their account, in 
order to receive fatisfa€tion for the fame5 
and it is likewife ordered, that all.who 
ferved in the character of field-officers, 
whether of the militia or. minute-men, 
fhould make up their accounts,. colonels 
at the rate of 121. per month, lieutenant

At the fame time a kind of cenfure 
was paffed upon fome of the troops who

the Maffachufets have run, in paffing an 
a to encourage privateering at fea, and 
in granting commiffions for that purpofe. 
This precedent has encouraged the Re- 
prefentatives of other colonies to iflue 
out like commiffions, in confequenee of 
which a very eonfiderable naval force is 
adtually fitting out; fo that a pyratieal 
war may now be faid to be declared by 
fea, of advantage only to the daring and 
defperate. 

It appears already, by undoubted in- 
formation, that one fhip, of ineftimable 
value te the Provincials, has fallen into 
the hands of their privateers, namely, the 
Nancy, Hunter, a tranfport veflel, on 
board of which they found 30 tons of 
cartridges, 2500, others fay 15,009, fiand 
of {mail arms, two brafs 24 pounders, 
twe brafs 18 pounders, one 134 inches, 
and fome fmaller mortars, with a propore 
tionable number of thells, fome fry ne 
Jets than 30,coo. This capture appears 
to be of the greater importance, as ‘it 
enables the proviacial army to keep in 
awe the regulars in Bofton, The follow- 
ing letter, which is faid to be authentic, 
and written by a gentleman who arrived 
in England by the very laft fhip from 
“Bofton, will x toe this matter in a clearer 
light: 

*“ THE troops faom. Bunker's Hill 
(fays the letfer-writer) went into winter 
quarters a very few days before I quitted 
Softon, which was on the 16th of De- 
ecmber ; thofe in Bolton had broke up 
camp about a fortnight before ; all in 
good {pirits, and in better healh than 
eould be expeéted after fo late a cam- 
paign’ No past of the ficet fent from 
England andgIreland with {upplics ghad 
arrived when we left Bofton; but we had 
the pleafure ef fceing five fail ftanding 
into the harbour as we came away, and 
ulnch from their fize we judged were 
from Europe; a fight truly pleafing to 
bs,—how much more to thofe who had 
not cur profpedt of plenty !—Fuel was 
weekly ifmed only, there not being a 
fulficiency to afloid a greater fupply: ; 
and every regiment hac old houfes and 
wharfs aligned to them contiguous to 
their quarters, to ferve in lieu of better 
firing. 

*© Ido not recolle& whether you faw 
Charies-lown fide in that forwardnefs 
to. pive you any idea of it prefent ftrength, 
norcan I with words weil defcribe the 
plan jfuffice it to fay, that we thought 
600 men, commanded by two ficid-of- 
ficers, fo tully tufficient to protect it a- 
guinft the whole rebel army, that the 
ffathes are levelled, and the neck left 
open for their approach. 

** After faying thus much cn the fa- 
vourable fide, 1 muft confirm the report 
you Lave, no doubt, heard, of the cap-

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ordnance brig, containing a mortar, and, 
I fear, fo many loaded fheils, 2s to pre- 
vent our ditempting to burn the barracks 
by bombarding them, for fear of a re- 
turn; however, 1 ftill imagine they wiil 
be glad to keep Tom Fool's bargain, as 
we are fo much fuperior in point of ar- 
tillery. 

** Several other veftels lave been fus- 
prized by their infignificant bomb-boats, 
1 cruft it will noc katt, and that they wilt 
pay deer for all in the fpring. Indeed, 
3 make no doubt of it, if the force ine 
tended arrives early enorgh to aét.” 

This lester, which is apparenthy writtes 
by a friend to Government, deftroys the

The river Stour, which runs through 
Canterbury, w s fo {welled hy the heavy 
rains that fell the three preceding days, 
that the ftreets contiguous to the river 
were one continucd torrent.

The 
confufion occalioned by this fudden rife
